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PREFACE. 



X HE History of the House of Seton by Sir Richard Maitland of 
LethingtOD has ever been r^arded as an authentic and valuable Me- 
moir of that ancient and distinguished &mily — whilst it contains many 
particulajs of a nature mcae generally interesting and curious. At the 
close of nearly three centuries, this history is now first printed, &om an 
original manuscript : great part of it no doubt has been made known 
by the quotations of successive compilators, and probably few ge- 
nealogical writings have ever been more frequently referred to ; but 
these exceipts, often printed fixMn inaccurate transcripts, have not 
certiunly lessened the utility of a careftil edition of the entire work. 

Hie following impression, including the Continuation by Lord 
Kingston, aa previously stated, is printed firom two manuscripts in the 
Library of the Faculty of Advocates— the latter part being collat- 
ed wiUi a copy belonging to Thomas Thomson, Esq. Deputy Clerk 
Register of Scotland. Lord Kingston has besides made some slight 
additions to the principal history, and these, though seldom resting 
on any authority, it has been deemed proper to preserve in the notes 
affixed to the present volume. 

Regarding the manuscript of the original work, the following par- 
ticulars have been obligin^y communicated by Mr David Laing, se- 
cretary to the Bannatyne Club, and a member of this institution :•— 

" The earliest manuscript of the History of the House of Seyton 
is contained in the first of two volumes, in folio, pres^ved in the Ad- 
vocates' library, entitled " Grant MSS." from their former possessor. 
It has not been ascertained whether they came to the Library by dona- 
fa 
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tion or purchase, having only been discovered a fefw years ago lying in a 
neglected comer, without any mark or reference ; but under the book- 
plate of " The Hon*^ Alexander Grantt of that Uk," ia the inside of 
the boards of each volume is written : — " Castl^rant, March 30, 
1740. — Tliis Book is gifted to Lord Elches by Lud. Geant." 

"These volumes consist of papers written or collected by Six Richard 
M^tland of Lethington, including a copy of hia Practickt ^the Law 
of Scotland, and a Catalogiie of the King$ of Scotland, France, and 
England, compiled in the year 1560. In that portion which contains 
the History of the Seytons it is worthy of notice that a leaf has been 
insetted at a subsequent but not very distant period, containing aa 
'* Eik" or addition to the account of Seyton [p. 203> but which does 
not occur in any of the other MSS. of the work ; and this circuin- 
stance may serve to confirm the supposition that these volumes had 
remained in the possession of the venerable author." 

To these memorials of the fiunily of Seton ia now subjoined an Ac- 
count &f Alexattder Seatfm, Conusor to King James the I<^ih, by the 
laborious historian of the Sufferings of the Scottish Church; a per- 
formance, though supplying little not previously known, which would 
seem properly to claim a place in the histray of that &mily and name 
irom which this early disciple of the Reformation primmly derived 
his descent 

And the interesting and curious Engravii^ by which the volume is 
illustrated are the gift of Charles Kirkpatrick Shaipe, Esq. a gentleman 
whose many disinterested favours of this nature to his countiy will long 
recommend his name to the grateftil regard of the historian and »iti* 
quary. 

The Life of Sir Richard Maitland, the author of the follow- 
ing work, has eng^;ed the talents of the first of Scottish antiquaries, 
and it has justly been remarked that he is never mentioned by 
writers but with respect, as a man of great abilities and virtue. 
The amiable feelings of this learned and good man are pleasingly dis- 
closed in the following short introduction prefixed to the Catalogue of 
Kings, and as aU such regarding him must prove acceptid>le, this ad-

Which noble Queen [Maiy] was murdered

CHARLES the Seccmd was borne att St James* palace in England, 
May S9, 1630 ; a brave, wife, gallant king ; who, after he was King, 
was exiled by his cruell traitors, En^ilh fubjefts, eleven years in 
France, Germany, and Holland. In the year 1660, was, by God's 
mercy, reflored to his three kingdomes, without any blood, to the great 
joy of all his three kingdomes : wa&cpioftmercifiill to his rebellious iiib- 
je&.» who 'tempted rebdlion againft him in Scotland and England. 
He died, to the great griefe and lamehtatioun of idl his fubje3», the 
5th February, 1685 : reigned 36 yean.

Bot thair &deris, name waa ay thair furename, as 
Johne mak Williame or WiUiandbne, WilUame mak AJlexander, as yit 
is in thir dayis the vfe of the Heyland Of ScoOaad ; quhill the laid 
Malcolme gef to his 'nobillis and gentilmen certane perticulair fure- 
names, fum be refoim of thair offices, fum efter the names of the landis 
quhilk thay pofleffit for the tyme, mid fun for ane caus moving him 
and fum for vther. Amang the quhilkis, he gaif to the predeceflbur 
and forbear of my Lord Seytoun the furename of SEYTOUN, as the 
Cronicle of Scotland teflifiis. AppeLrandlie, be reflbun that the gen- 
tillman that firll re&uit this furename p<^elBt the hai6is of Seytoun 
for the tyme, quhilk hes bein the occafioim of the giffin to him that 
furename ; for thay landis ar callit Seytoun for ane grit caus, becaus 
thay ly hard vpon the Sey coll, and the Toun thairof is neirto the fey. 
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and at that tyme wes neirell to the fey of ony toim ane grit fpace 
thairabout. Heir we may collect twa thingis : ane ia that he was ane 
gentilman that refauit firft the furename, becaus the king gaif^fure- 
names to nane bot gentilnten i and fecundlie, that he was landit, be- 
caus he tuk the furename be reflbun of the landis that he pofledit 
for the tyme, as laid is. And it may wdll ftaod, that his forbearis 
had broukit the iaid landis lang befoir that tyme, howbeit thair be na 
infeftment to fchaw thairvpon; and howbeit thair had bein infeft- 
mentts, tfaay micht weill haue bein tint fenfyn, be reflbun of the grit 
fuddane and cniell wdris that hes bein in this reahne of Scotluid, and 
fpedalie in thir partis of Lothyane. 

I can nocht find ane proper name of him that refiuiit firft the fure- 
name : bot the firft proper name that I find is ane callit Dougall. 

OFF DOUGALL SEYTOUN. 

This Dougall was' fone or cry, as ^peiris, to him that firft re&uit the 
ful-enaiAe, and was in the tyme of King Alexander, fyft Cone to King 
Malcolme Cainmore. 

OFF SEHER SEYTOUN. 

Seher Seytoun fuccedit to Dougall, quhilk I beleve was his father, 
becaus I find it convenient wyth the tyme. This Seher was in the 
tyme of King Dauid, quha was fext and ^^ongeft fone to King Mai- 
colme Cainmoir, quha fuccedit to AUexaoder his brother. 

OFF PHILIP SEYTOUN. 

Phillip Seytoun fuccedit to Seher Seytoun, his fitther, and wes in the 
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tyme of Malcolme the Madeoe, quha fuccedit to the foriaid King Da- 
uld, his gudfc^. Thia Phillip deit in the xiiij yeir. of the regne of 
King Wilhame, quha fuccedit to his brother Malcolme the Madene. \ 
And the &id WUUome gaif to this I^illip ane charter of new.infeft- 
ment of the landis of Seytoun, Wintoim, and ^incbebur^, quhilk was 
atild heritage of before, as the find charter teAifiis. Of the quhilk the 
tenourfdlowis:

Alexander Seytoun Aiccedit to Phillip his &ther ; quhilk Allexander 
deit in the f&K and fourtie year- of the regne of King ^l^lliame, fore- 
fud, quha g^ to the &id Allexander ane new charter of infeflxnent 
of the ftidis landis, confonne in -wourd and fentence to the charter 
aboue writtin, giffin to Philip his lather. 
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OFF BARTINE SEYTOUN. 

Bartine Seytoun fiiccedit to Allexaiider^ hia &ther, and was in the 
^me of the laid King Williame ; and deit in the tyme of King Allez- 
ander the Secund, fone to King Williame, forfiud. To this Bartine 
Patrick erle of Marche gaif the landts of Ruchelaw, quhilk gift was 
confinnit be King Williame fore&id. 

OFF ADAME SEYTOUN. 

Adame ^Seytotin, ane nu^r deilc, fuccedit to Bartine, his &der, 
' the tyme of the {aid Allexander the fecund ; and deit in the tyme of 
Allexander the Thiyd, fime to King Allexander the Secund. 

OFF CHRISTELL SEYTOUN. 

ChrifteU S^toun fuccedit to Maifter Adamie S^toun, his firther; and 
deit in the thretye yeir of Allexander the Thryd. This Ouiftell was 
mair gevin to deuotaoun nor. wardlinefi. 

OFF CHRISTELL SEYTOUN. 

THB SBCUND OF THAT NABIE. 

Chrillell the fecund of that name fuccedit to ChrifteU the firft, his fa- 
dier, in the tyme of Allexander the Thryd, and was ane nobill man, and 
did mony gud a£Hs agaois the IngliJmen, quhen the Crowne was delblat 
»id in pleybetuix the Bruce andtheBalioll. ^ihilk Chiiftell, quhai he 
midit nocht brouk the lawland <^ Lowthyane, qubair was his duelling 
place, duelt and remainit wyth his kyn and freyndis in Jedbui^ 
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ibireft, ay swating his ^me contrare the Ii^^ifinea ; and deit in die 
tyme of Williame WaUsoe. 

-OFF CHRISTELL SEYTOUN. 

' THE THKYD OF THAT NAME. 

Chriftell the thryd fiiccedit to Ouyftdl the fecund; his father, 
in the tyme of ^^^Uiame Wallace; quhilk Chriilell was eft» maid 
knycht be King Robert Bruce, and for his monye gude a&is done 
againis the IngliOnen was callit Gud S' Chriftell. Quha quhen King 
Robert Bruce was tane prefonare in handis be the Inglifinen at ane 
&ild hefyde Methven, and thay tliat tuke him cryit in fcome and deri- 
fioun* Quha will hdp the new inaidKing? quhilk cry the iaid S'Chiyf' 
tell hard, and come in all hatft and Andk at erd htm that had 
the king in handis ; and thair he and his freindis relkewit the fiud 
King Robert, and pat him to libertie. Iliis Chryftell maiyit the faid 
King Robert Bni(% fifter, and thairfin: the iaid King Robert gaif to 
the laid Sf Chriftell the dowbil trefour of flour de lycis, to be wome 
about his annea aad the armea of his pofterit^ 1^ as the king weris 
thame. Efter mony grit and notabill a&is done be ^e &id &' .Chry£> 
tdl contrair It^and, he wes tane at the laft, and had to Londoun, and 
thiur put to deid in maift cruell m^ier. In this mene tyme, King Ro- 
bert Bruce hapnit to be in the toun of Dunfieis, and pafiand fiirth till 
aoe lytiU kndU befyd the fitid toun to tak the air, quhair the word and 
Qrthingis come to him of the crewell ftauchter of the laid S' Chryf- 
t^, quhilk the king heirand maid grit lamentatioun wyth fum teiria, 
&ying. It is ane piet^ that & notnll ane knycht fuld die fa crew^ ane 
deid. And incontinent, in the &min place quhair. he wes ftandand 
quhen ^ tythingis eome to him, gart found ane chapell in honour 
of the Virgene Marie ; and in remembraDce of the Aid S*^ ChrifteQ 
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foundit ftne pieifl to do deryne fervice thairin peipetuaQie» uid pray fOT 
the laid Schir Chriflell ; and gaif to the laid |weift and lus Iticceflbwis 
the fowme of fyve pundis Str^piling, to be tane of the baronie of Car- 
lauerok, for thair fuftentattoun. Quhilk fimdatioun I haue had oft 
in my haodis, and red it iiDdrle lymes. The quhilk chapell was 
llandand haill and vndecayit in the yeir of God J" v' lii yeiris, as I 
&w my ieifi and as I bdeve ftandis yit in the lamin maner, and is 
callit be all the inhabitaris in that cuntrd Chiiftallis chapell. 

ANE EIK OF Sb CHRISTOPHER OF SETOUN 

THE THRID OF THAT NAME. 

• Iti^ to nit that efter that I had wiyttln the Hiftorie of the Hotis of 
Setoirn, I haue iund in the greit Crcnicles of Iqgland, fet iurth fen 
I wret the hiftorie of Setoun, quhilk ar as ella- fcdlowis : 

" Efter tiaa was the callell of Lochdore taiken, and vythin it Chrif- 
topher. Seitoun, that had maried the filter of Robert le Bruce j [and 
bicaule he iras no Scot but an En^^ilhman bome,^ the King of Ing- 
land e(HDjnandit that he fuld be led vnto Duafrets, quhar he had kilHt 
aa of the kingiB-knychtia, and thair to be hai^^ drawin and quarter- 
it : llie wyf of this Chriftopher Seitotm he apoyntit ixt be keipit in 
the monefterie of TbiteU in Lyndfiiy." ** Morouek', th^ manor of 
Seitoun, in ^ihytbeftroud* he gaue wnto the Lord Edmonde de Msw- 
Uy, and thofe wther landis that bdongeth to' the ikid Chriftopher 
Seitoun in Northumberland he gaue vnto the L<»d Williame Lateiber." 

And howbeit that I vret of beftnv as I wes ii^nnit for the tyme, 
Hiat the fitft ^me that King Robert the Bnice com to Dimfi^ifi eller 
that S' Chriftopher iSetoun waa crewellie Hbne in Inland, that in the 
1km place quhar the king wasquhraithethydingis com till him he garde 
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bige ane chi^eU, and dottit the fiunyng perpetuallie to pray for the 
fiud Sf Chriftopher ; bot now it apdria be the Inglis Cronicles, That 
guhan Ae fiiid king com to Dunfi-eis, that quhan it was reportit till 
him be the inhabeturis of the fiid toun the crewell marterdome of the 
ftid S' Cfaiiil<^her, that he garde bige the iaid chiq>ell in the famyng 
place ^ihar the £ud S" Chriftopher was pute to deid and executtit. 
Of the qufailk ch^>eU I hane red the foundatioun and infythment of 
ane preift onder the £udis kingis greit ieill ; and hes hard Mes in 
the iamyng chapeU, quhilk ftandis as I beleif to this prefect day. 

OFF ALEXANDER, THE SECUND 

OF THAT NAME. 

Alexander, the fecund, fiftep&ne to King Robert Bruce, fuccedit to 
Gud S' Chriftell, his Mher, and was maid knycht be King Robert 
Bruoe ; quha gaif to him, for ferrice done be his fether and him fel^ the 
landis of Dundas and Cragye, as the charter beds, Gevia at Berwik 
vpon Tweid the xiij day of Apryle, and of his regne the xvi yeir. And 
als the i^d King Robert gave to the iaid AJlexander the barony of 
Trraient, wyth the tenendury thurof for the tyme, viz. Falfyde mylis 
and F.l phipftjt tin, aa the chartoujds teftifiis gevin thairupoun. At Ber- 
wik and Some rti^tediue, tiie fbrefaid yeir of his regne. Alfwa the 
jaid King Robert g^ve to the laid Schir Alexander the landis and ba- 
rony oi JBamis^ aboue Hadingtoun, for fervice done be him, fpecialie 
In the partis .of Yriand, as the . chartei teftifiis, Gievin at Berwik the 
Kvdayof Apryle,theforlaJ,d yeirof hisr^ne; with dyuers-Ttlier landis 
quhilk I:oi][ut £ar ffdiortnes, and ar nocht now at the Hous, howbeit 

the flvid en tiff *^'M"T^ r gnminia . yj^; piyfrn tlip . In this wiftt^nia ^me, 

£dward BaJidll-v£irpand the crown of Scotland, to obtene the £unin, 
cflone wyth ane annye of Tng lifinpn be fey and landit in Fyfi^ at King- 
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ome, quhair the &id S^ Allexander was for the tyme with ana few num- 
ber of men, qtiha fet vpon the laid Edward BaUoll and his cumpanye 
at thair IftpHi^g and hurt and flew dyueria of thame. Bot becaus tiie 
number and powar of the iaid Edward was (a fer aboue the number 
being wyth the laid & Alexander, at lail thay overthrew him and his 
cumpany ; quhair the iaid S' Alexander waa flane, the yeir of God J* 
iii' xxxij yeiiis, in the fecund yeir of the regne of King Dauid Bruce> 
fone to King Robert Bruce. 

OFF ALEXANDER SEYTOUN. 

THE THRYD OF THAT NAUE. 

Schir Alexander Seytoun, the thryd of that name, fuccedit to S' 
Alexander the fecund, his &ther, and was ane nobill knycht, and 
made capitane and keiper of Berwik. At quhilk tyme, Eduard the 
Thryd, king of Ingland, callit of Windiflioir, come wyth ane grit armye 
and feigit the iaid toun verray fcharplie, bayth be fey and land ; bot 
the iaid S' Alexander debaitit it verray valyeandlie for the Q>ace of 
thr^ monethis. Out of the quhilk toim the laid S"" Alexander and his 
cumpanye yfchit findiie tymes, and flew their watchis and biint monye 
of thair fchippis ; quhiU at ane fcarmifche WiUiame Seytoun, fone to 
S' Alexander, foUowit la faA that he was takin prifonare and prefentit 
to the king. And als ane young valyeand man, baftard ibne to the 
iaid S* Alexander, invadand the logliia fchippis vnder nicht, hi^pin* 
nit to drowne. And at the lail, the vi€hiall grew fcant in the iaid 
toun, and dyueris thairin hurt and flane ; for the quhilk caus, the &id 
S' Alexander fend to the rewlaris of Scotland for the tyme, in the non 
age of the king, to get relkew wyth all diligence: andintfaemeneQrme, 
fend to the king of Ingland and defyrit trewis for certane dayis vpon 
conditioun, gif he gat na relkew aSoii the day ^pointit, he fuld de*

lyver the £tid toun to the &id king of Ingland ; and* for obferving 
and keiping of the forfaid conditioun, he delyuerit his eldeft fone and 
appearand air, callit Thomas, in plage to htm. In the niein tyme of 
trewis, the rewlaris of Scotland gadderit ane grit armye j of qupiosej 
Cuming the king of Ingland heirand, prevenit the tyme, haveand na 
refpedt to his promeis, and d^rit the toun to be randerit afibir the 
day appointit, or dlis he fuld hang bayth his fonnis. To the qnhilk 
anfiierit the &id S^ Alexander, Gif he wald vfe fie creweltie, contrair 
his &yth and promeis, ga to his purpois, for he wald nocht rander 
the toun. Than incontinent, the king of Inland gait drefs vp ane 
gallous befoir the faid toun, and brocht the iaid S' Alexanderis toa 
fonnis (the ane delyuerit in hoftage, the vther tane prefonar) bund 
thairto, and thair hangit thame in maift cruell maner. Thair father, 
hovfone he iaw the gallous put vp and his fonnis brocht bund thair- 
to, wald nocht byd to i% his fonnis put to deid, in aventure iatherlye 
pietie fuld haue movit him to haue gevin ower the toun, bot paffit to 
his chalmer wyth extreme grit dolour. Hia wyff, callit Criftiane Chene, 
ane nobiU woman and ane wyfe, periaving the grit dolour of hir 
huiband, by the cranmoun cuilome of wemen, layit by hir moderlie 
forow, and b^an to confort hir hufband, defyrand piim] to leif his 
dolour, and fchew him gude and itark reflbnis quhy he fuld do the 
fiunin, quhilk is writtin in the Croniclia of Scotland at length be Maii^ 
ter He£tour Boece. Bot and I durft I wald repreve the iaid Maif- 
ter He6touT ; becaus quhiur he fettis furth the refounis and orifbun 
maid be the &id S' Alexanderis wyf to hir hufband, he partlie de&cies 
and n^i"ifl'« the honour of the &id S' Alexander, and in "kne mfmer 
wald gif the gloir to the woman. Howbeit everie man may confider 
quhat this S' Alexander was, ane nobill valyeand and wyfe man, or eUis 
he had nocht b^ chd^n to fie au6Uiorit£ and office ; and appeirand- 
lie of gritar curage nor ony woman culd be. And gif he wald haue 
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fsvit his fonnis he «^d nocht haue floppit fw ane woman ; for die 
oiifone that the woman mud to hir buflumd, was efter he come in his 
chalmer, and his fonnis put to executioim and deid alreddy, as ckiiiie 
appeiris in dyuers of the auld cronicUs of Scotland qiihilk I haue red. 

This fege of Berwik waa in the yeir of God J" iii' xxx^ yeiris, and 
in the thryd yeir of Dauid Bruce. This King Dauid gave to the imd 
S' Alexander the h^itrix <^ Faibrotfa, calUt Elizabeth Ram&y, dodt- 
ter and air to' S' Nicl Ram&y knycht ; quhilk Elizabeth the iaid S* 
Alexander gave in maryage to his fone callit Jt^ne, as I iall efter 
fchaw. Hiis S' Alexander deit in the Utter [daysj of the forbid 
King Duiid, and was of grit age ; and was bur^t in the paroche kirk 
of Seytoun. 

Heir I will mak ane lytill degreffioun, and fchaw fum quhat of the 
hous of Parbroth fra the begynning at the Seytounis to the yeir of 
God J" v*^ Ix yeiris. 



OFF THE FIRST GUMMING 

OF PARBROTH TO THE SEYTOUNIS, 

AND OF THE SUCCESSIOUN THAIROF. 

This Alexander Seytoim that kepit Berwik had four lauchfiiU 
fonnis : the elded two, callit Hiomaa and WiUiaro^, wur hangit at 
Berwik* as laid is ; the thiyd fon, callit Alexander, fiicced^ to hiB'&- 
theris heritage. The fourt fbne, callit Johne, mariit the fdrfaid EUzb.- 
beth Ramloy, heretrix of ParbroUi, quha bair to him ane fone, callit 
Alexander ; quhilk Alexander b^at S' Gilbert, knycht. This S' CrObcrt 
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mariit Mariouii Petcame, vpone quhom he gat fyve fonnia : the eldeft, 
callit S' Alexander, knycht, quha luccedit till his &theF ; the fecund 
fbne, callit Williame, — quha had alio ane fone callit Williame that mariit 
Katherine Butlair, faeritrix of Rumgavye j the thiyd fone of the &id 
S' Gilbert, .calHt Johne, mareit Jtmet Lauthiyfk, heritiix of that Ilk,— 
of the quhilk Johne ar defcendit the Seytounis of Lauthrylk and 
Baubimy ; the fourt fone, callit Mailler Dauid, quha was ane fingulare 
honefl man. and mariit all his eldeft brotheris dochteris, e&et his de- 
ceiis, on landit men and payit thair tocheris, and coft ladyis of heritage 
to his brotheris fonnis. 

In the tyme of King James the Ferd, thair wes ane procefi led aganis 
the barounis callit recognitionis. Amangia the quhilkis, George lord 
Seytoun, fecund of that name, was caUit to heir and i$ the baro- 
oye of Winchebur^ recognofcit, for the maift part than alienatit 
without confent of the king. It bappinnit that the king him felf come 
to the coun&lhous amang the lordis of fe£fi(m ; and that iunin day, 
the king being prefent, the find a^tioun aganis the faid lord Sey- 
toun was callit. At that tyme, thair was aduocat for the king and 
juftice clerk Maiiter Richart Laufoun, quha yeid to the bar, and coo- 
currit and afliftit to him Maifier James Henryfoun, quha efter fuc- 
cedit to the laid MaUter Richart in his o£Bces. Hie laid Mailler 
Richart and Maifter James becaus of the kingis prefence war the 
mair hfut and rigorus in the mater. The iaid Maiiter Dauid [Sey- 
toun], ane of the aduocatis for tixe lord Seytoun, periaving the hicht 
of the &id Muftec Richart, laid to him, " Howbeit thay call you 
lAwis fone, ye ar nocht lawis fader, to mak lawis at your plefeur." 
And than he feid to ihe king, " Schir, quhen our foii>earis gat yon 
land at your maiil nc^ill predeceflburis [handis] ffor thair trew fer- 
Tice } fumlyme gerand the Uude of thair bodie, and fumtyme thair 
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lyvis, in defence of this realme ; at that l^e thair wes nothir Laufoun 
nor HenryfouD, quha now wald invent wayis to dilberis the barroniB 
of Scotland." The Kingis Grace &id to the iaid Maiiler Dauid, 
" How now, ye foiyet your ielf ; ye wait nocht quhair ye ar; ye ar 
mair lyk ane man of weir nor ane achiocat : it appeins that ye wald 
fecht for the mater." Than anfnerit the laid Maifter Daidd and faid, 
*■ Schir, and it micht ftand wyth your Crracea plefour, I pray God 
gif it war at that, to {§ gif baytfa Lauibun and Henderfomi durfi fecht 
wyih me in that querile, aU auld as I am" (for he wes than moir nor 
Ix yeiris). The Kingis Grace, quha wes the maift nobill and humane 
prince in the warld, havand confideratioun of the age of the man, and 
of his grit afiectioun to his cheiffis a^oun, he finylit and leuch a lytill, 
and laid na mail. 

This Maifter Dauid was perfoun of Fettercanie and fialheluy ; and 
ane large man of body as was in his dayis, and llout thturwyth ; the 
beft lyk agdt man that ever I &w. He levit quhill he wes Ixxx 
yeiris, vndecripit, and did mony vther adis wordy to be put in 
remembrance, quhilk I omit for fchortnea. TTie fyft fone, callit Cril- 
bert, ane mtulter clerk, deit in Rome. 

The &id S' Alexander, eldeft fone to the &id S' Gilbert, mariit 
Murray, dochter to the lard of Tulybardin, uid gat on 
hir ane fon, caUit Alexander, quha deit befoir his &ther. This Alex- 
ander mareit Katherine, dochter to the lord Lyndelay of the Byris, 
and gat vpon hir tua fonnis : the elddl, callit Johne, quha fiiccedit to 
his gudfchir, and was flane at Houdane, levand behind him na flic- 
ceffioun of his bodie ; ane vther, cdlit Andro, quha lUccedit to the laid 
Johne, his brother, and levis prefentlie. This Andro mareit 
Balfour, dochter to the lard of Burlie, and gat vpone hir ane foae. 
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callit Gilbert, quha was llane at the feild of Bnkye, his fader yit 
leid^nd. This Gilbert mareit Maigrat Leflie, dochter to the erle o£ 
Rotbos, on quhom he gat Dauid, appeirand air to bis gudfchir. An- 
dro. The rest of the fucceffioun of the hous of Farbrotb, and the 
granis collaterall of the lamio, wyth their fucceffioun and a3is done foe 
thame, I refer to thame that are diacendit of the lamin boiu -, and I 
will retume to my principall hiftorie. 



OFF ALEXANDER SEYTOUN, 

THE FERD OF THAT NAME. 

Alexander, the foiirt of that nam, fuccedit to Alexander, his &ther, 
being his thrid fone, and was ane nobill and vertuous man ; and in 
the tyme of Robert the Secund, firfl king of the Stewaitis, quha fuc- 
cedit to King Dauid Bruce. Quhilk Alexander, efter he had levit 
to gude age honourable, deit and was bureit in the paroche kirk of 
Seytoun. 

OFF LORD WILLIAME. 

William Seytoun fuccedit to Alexander the ferd, his &tber, and 
n:a9 the firfl creatit and maid Lord in the parliament: and he 
and his poflerit6 to haue ane voce thairin, and be callit Lordis. - 
This Williame mareit Katherine Sindare, do<diter of the hous of 
Hirdmeftomi, quha was ane grit hous at that t^mae. And als this 
Williame bowcht the Ladie Gordoun, of heritage, to haue been mareit 
on his eldefl, Ibne, callit Johne» and thaiiby to haue eikit his hous 
and leving ; hot the &id J<^e had ane £ivour to ane dochter of the 
c3 
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erle of Mtivhes, quhcxn he mamt vnwitting of his &der. For the 
quhilk caus, hia father was smnfhjng diQdiceit, hot at tiie laft he wes 
^peifit and fatisfeit, becans fcho was dochter to la grit ane mao, and 
ane honeft partie and allya. Than the Aid Wllliame gave tiie laid 
Ladle Gordoun to fats fecund fone» callit ; of ifae quhilk 

ar aunit and difcendit the erlis and fiunous hous of Huntlie, the 
Seytounis of Tuche and Telibodie, and the Seytounis of Meklnua. 
And howbeit the erlis of Hunthe fenfyn changit thair furename &ota 
Seytoun to Gordoun, yit tiewHe thay are cumit (£ Seytounis on thair 
fiideris fyde ; and to verifie the latnin, thay weir the annea of the 
hous of Seytoun in ane quarter of thair fchield. 

This 'Williame was in the tyme of King Robert the Tbryd, fecund 
(^the Stewartis, fone to King Robert theSecund. Tina Williame had 
hot tua ftmnis wyth his wyf, and fevin dochteris : the eldeft of the tua 
foniiis was caUit Johne ; the fecund . The ddeft doch- 

ter of the fiud Lord Williune was mareit on the lord Demlie, foirbear 
to the erie of Lenox ; the fecund on the lord Kennedye, foiri>ear to 
the erle of Caffillia ; the thrid on the foirbear of the lord Ogiluy ; the 
fourt on the foirbear of the Icffd Carlill ; the fyil on Halden lard of 
Glennegis -y the fext on Hanuniltoun lard of Prefloun ; the fewint on 
Lauder lard of Poppill. This Williame, efter that he had levit ane 
honeft lyve lang tpne, he deit and was bureit in the Cordelere 
freiris in Hadingtbun i quhamto, w£klie, he fundit iSsx laid of cdis^ to 
* be tuie of his coilpot of Trenent, and fourtye fdullingis of annudl, to 
be tane of the Barms. 

Efter quhais decos, his wyf, quha was ane honorabill ladye, levit 
all hir dayis in pure wedoheid, and did mony gnd adds : Scho 
mar^ four of hir fidd dochteris ^er hir huflwndis decos ; icfao 1»^-

fft ane yle (Hi the fouth fyd of the paroche kirk of Seytoim* of fyne 
iftler ; pendit and theikit it wyth ftane ; wyth uie fepulture thairio, 
quhair Icfae lyis } and finmdit ane preifl. to fwve thair perpetoaUie. 
Thitr Ifldie, in her wedoheid, duelt qUhair now ar the preifUs dralmeria 
now in Seytoun, and phmtit and maid all thair yardis that thay haue 
yit. This htdie hehl ane grit houfluJd and ane biHioimible i that quhen 
hir lime, quha wes lord, raid to ony fdac^ to bis honour, fche fend in 
cumpanye wyth him certane honeft m^i, quhilk fche dayhe nuriflit in 
hir hous, to do him iervice and awate on him, fa lang as he was fiu 
hame ; and fend hir ftewart wyth thame to beir thair chargeis, la that 
thay fuld tak na expenffis of bir fone, bot at bia pleibur, quhiH he re- 
tumit hame agane to his awin hous, and than thay enterit agane to 
hir in hoiifliald.- 



OP THE DISCENDING OF THE 

HOUSIS OF HUNTLIE, MELDRUM, AND TUCHE, 

OF THE PRINCIPALL HOUS OF SEYTOUN. 

Hdr I will mak ane lytiU degreffioun, and fchaw &m thing in fpe- 
didl how the famous hous of Huntlie, the Seytounis of Telibodie and 
Meldrum, ar defcendit of the principall hous of Seytoim, as efler fol- 
lowiB. Hiat is to iky, the laid Lord AVilliame Seytoun had toa fonnis, 
as fidd is : the ddeft, callit Johne ; the fecund, callit Alexander, quha 
mareit the hdy of heritage of Gordoun, Strabogy, and vliier grit 
landis. 

Hiis Alexander S^rtoun gat vpon the laid ladye tua sonnis : the 
ddeft, callit Alexander S^rtoon, quhilk was the firft erie of Huntlle} — 
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the fecund, callit Williame Seytoun, qululk marestthe heictrix of Mel- 
drum, quha gat vpon hir &ne feme, caltit Alexander Seytoun ; quha 
mareit Mureyald Sutherland, dochter to the lard of DufiRis, quha gat 
vpone hir Williame Seytoun } quha mareit Elizabeth Leflie, doditer 
to the lard of Wardeis, and gat vpon hir Alexander Seytoun j quha 
mareit Agnes Gordoun, dochter to the lard o£ Haldok, and gat <»i 
hir Williame Seytoun, now lard ; quha mareit Jonet Gordoun, dochter 
to the lard of Lefinoir. 

The find Alexander Seytoun, firft erle of Huntlie, as Md is, mareit 
Gehs Hay, heritrix of the Enye and vtheiis grit landis, quha gat on 
hir ane fone, callit Alexander Seytoun, firft lard of Tuche and TeH- 
bodie. This Alexander Seytoun of Telibodie mareit Elizabeth Er- 
fkin, dochter to the lord Eilkin, quha gat coi hir S' Alexander Sey- 
toun knycht ; quha mareit Margrat Hiune, dochter to the lord Hiune, 
quha gat on hir S^ Niniane Seytoun knycht ^ quha mareit Jonet 
Cheifholme, wedo of Merchinlloun, and gat on hir Walter Seytoun, 
now lard of Tuche ; quha mareit Erlkin, docht^ to 

Johne lord Erlkin. Tlie remanent coUaterallis and brandiis of the iaid 
houa* of Meldrum and Telibodie, and a6tis done be thame, I refer to 
fum freyndis of ather of the houifis, to put in memorie. 

The £ud Alexander S^toun, firft eiie for&id, quha mareit the laid 
Gelis Hay, had lie moyania of the fiid Gelia, that, fidie refignk all 
hir landis in heritage to remane wyth hir fiud hufbaod and. fais.airis. 
Syn efier, the laid Alexander Seytoun, erle forfiiid, nareit to his fe- 
cund wyf Crichtoun, dochter to the lord Crichtoun, of 
Lowthyane, and Margaret Maitluid, of the hous of Lethingtoun. 
This Alexander, erle foriaid, gat on the laid Criditoun 
ane fone, callit George, to quham the fiiid Erie Alexander, foi&id, gaif 
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all his Iflndis, and maid him his fucceflbur to the erldome of Huntlie ; 

and [that inj fum menis be periiiafioun of the laid 

Crichtoun his fpous, and moder to the &id Geo^e, quha was ane 

wyCe woman. This George, fecund erie of Huntlie, changeit his 

furname &i JSeytoun to Gordoun ; of quhat occafioun I can nocht 

tell. 

This was the firft erle of the Gordoums, of quham is difcendit the erlis 
of Huntlie to this day, the erle of Sutherland, and mony vther grit 
landit men and gentilmen : quhilk are difcendit of the &id Alexander 
Seytotm, firfl eile of Huntlie ; and fuld all be callit Seytounis, be ref- 
foun for&id. I wryt na mair of the genologie of the iaid hous of 
Huntlie ; becaus thay changeit thair furename, and conceniis na m^ 
to my mater. And fua I will retume to my prindpall hiftorie. 



OFF LORD JOHNE. 

Johne Seytoun fuccedit to Lord Williame, his fader, and was ane no- 
biU man, and maifter houfhald to King James the firft. Be quham 
he was fend in France wyth his dochter, quha was mareit on the 
Daulphin of fVance, Lewis the Elewint. Efter the find Jdme come 
hame agane, he levit honeftUe certane yeiris, and fyne deyt and [yras^ 
bureit in the paroche kirk of S^toun, in the yle finmdit be his moder. 
This Lord Johne was in the tyme of King James the Flrft ; and he 
mareit the erle of Merchia dochter, as laid, quha bair to him ane 
fone, caUit George, and ane dochter, quha wes mareit on the eiie Mer- 
fchell. 
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OFF LORD GEORGE, THE FIRST 

OF THAT NAME. 

George lord Sqrtoim, firft of that name, fuccedit, luveuid bot 
nyne yeiris of age, to Lord Johne hia ^tfaer. In the mdn^me^ 
the lord Crichtoim, being grit in the courts and baveand the callell of 
Edinbrugh in his handis, gat the laid G«oi^ and keipit hun in the 
laid caflell wyth him. 

In this meinlyme,. the lard of Johnftoun, in Anderdate. defyrit the 
laid Georgeis mother in maryage ;. quha, amang vther talk and copit 
municatioun, fchew to the laid l^iid that fche was ewill contentit that 
hir faid onlie fone was in the CrichtouniB handis, and had fii;^itbun 
tfaairof ; becaus the laid Creorge had bot an onlie filler, quhilk was 
nerreft air to the hiull lordfchip, :&ilzeing of him. Tlie laid lard of 
Johnlloun per&ving that the laid Georgeis mother wald haue had hir 
fone liirth of the Crichtounis handis, he watit his tyme and maid lie 
moyane in the cafteU, that he gat the laid Lord George liirth of the laid 
callell and convoyit him fecrdiUe away in Ananderdale to his place, 
callit the Lochwod, quhair he was weill nuriflit lang tyme. The &id 
ladie herdng tell that the IMd laid had conyoyit hir fone out of 
the Crichtounis handis, fche was content to marie him, and hair to 
him mfmy fonnis, quhillds all war bxether to the laid Lord Geoige (m 
the motheria ayd. . Of the quhilkis, the eldeft was. callit Gilbert 
Jf^inftoun, quhawes efter ane nobill valyc»ndman, and ma^d knycht 
Tlus S^ Gilbert mareit the hetetrix of ESphinfioun, and was the fiift 
lard of Elphinftoun of the furename of the Jcdmftouoia. 

This Lord Geotge was ane grit faous haldar, and all gevin to 
nobilnes. And mareit the dochter and air of John erle of Buqhanfv 
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conftf^le of France* quha was flane in the battel! of Vemoll, and begat 
on hir tua fonnis : the eldeft, callit Johne ; the fecund, callit Dougall, 
quha, efter he was cinnit to perfyte age, deit without iucceffioun j and 
aae dochter, callit Chiiftiane, quha was mareit on Hew Douglas of 
Corhcid, quha was ane gud lyk man, and ane wyfe ; and ane gydar 
and counfidourto the laid Lord Creorge. To the quhilk Hew the &id 
Criftiane caft fie fitvour that fcbe wald maiye none vther bot him, iwa 
that it micht pleis hir &der. Quha per&vit the mynd c^ fais dochter, 
gave hir in maiyage to the &id Hew ; and als gave to him the landis of 
lUstfyd and dyntis, to dk his leving. The laid iJord George alio had 
ane baftard ibne, callit James ; ane wyfe man ; quha was ilane at the 
feild <^ Flowdane, levand behind him tua fonnis, bayth calHt J(^mnis. 
llie eldeft Johne duelt in the Salt pannis, and was ane honeft man, 
and had four fonnis : the eldeft, callit Alexander, quha wes ane hable 
man of his bodie, and dedt without fucceffioun ; the fecund, callit Tho- 
mas, quha was ane preift ; the thrid, callit Williame ; and the fourt, 
callit NichdL The fecund J(dme deit without fucceffioun. 

The eldeft fone of the &id Lord George mareit ane dochter 
of the lord Lynde&yis of the Byris, quha hair to him thr^ Ixmnis, 
and ane dochter, quha was mardt on the lord Lylle. The eldeft of the 
thr6 fonnis, callit George, quha efter was Lwd, the fecund o£ that 
name ; the fecund, callit Johne, — quha had ane fone, callit Archebald, 
that was llane be the thdffis in Ananderland, cuipand &a ane army 
with the Duke of Albany, callit the Raid of Sulway. This Arche- 
bald had thr6 fonnis : the eldeft, callit George ; the fecund, Archebauld, 
quha wa3 ane maifter dork ; the thryd, James, quha deyit of ane 
hurt* The thryd fone of the fiud Johne maifter of Seytoun, callit 
Alexander, had dyuerfi fonnis, quha dmt all wythout fucceffioun, ex- 
cept ane, Johne, duelling in Trsn^nt, baillie tbiurof. And tins faid 
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Alexander had ane dochter, callit Chriftiane, qnha ms mareit on llto- 
mas Freftoim of Quhythill. 

'Diis Johne, eldefl fone to the &id Lord GeorgBj deceiffit befor his 
lather ; and waa bureit in the parodie Idrk of Seytoim. Efter quhaii 
deceis, his wyf mareit the lord of Kylmawris, and bair to him Cuthbert 
erle of Glencame, quha was half brother, on the motheris fyd, to 
Creorge lord Seytoim, fecund of that name. 

This Lord Creorge^ firfi. of that name, efter the deid of his firft 
vy£, dochter of the erle of Buchan, mareit the fectmd wyf, callit 
Dame Chriftiane Murray, dochter to the lard of Telibardin, quha had 
na fucceffioun. 

This Greorge biggit the queir of Seytoun, and pendit it, & fer as it 
is, wyth lymbraces. And efter that he had levit lang time ane ho- 
norable lyf, he deyit, of gud age, in the place of the Blak freiris of 
Edinburgh, quhair he lyis, in the queir of the lamin. To quhom he 
foundit XK marlds of annuell, to be tane of Hartfyd and the Qyntis. 
This Lord George was in the tyme of King James the Secund, fone 
to Kyng James the flrft -, and deit in the tyme of King James the 
lluyd, lone to King James the Secxmd. 

OFF LORD GEORGE, 

THE SECUND OF THAT NAME. 

Geo^the fecund fuccedit to Creorge the firft, hisgudfchir, and was 
mekle gevin to lettres, and was cunnyng in dyuers fciences, as in 
aftrologie, mufeik, and theologie. He wes fa gevin to lettres, that, 
efter he was mareit, he palfit to Sanftandrois, and thair remanit lang 
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tyme at his ftudie ; and'thairefter paflit to ^ris, and remanit thair ane 
gud ^ace. He pendit the queir of Seytoun from the rymbrafia but, 
fimdit and ereftit the Collage tbairof, and devydit the peifonage 
thairof betuix the provefl and the prebendaris. He biggit the bail! 
place of Wintoun, wyth the yard and garding thairof. In the quhilk 
gardin Ihaue fan fyre fcoir torris (tf tymber, about the knottis of the 
flouris ; Uk ane twa cubite of hicht, baveand tua knoj^ on the held, 
ane aboue ane vther, ah grit everilk ane as ane row-boull, overgilt 
with gcAd i and the fchankis thairof paintit with dyuera hewis of oylie 
colouriB. 

This G«otge was tane prefoneir be the Phleimnenis, induellaiis of 
Dunkirk, and was fpulyeit of all his geir and fubllance ; he being in 
his voyage to France. For the quhilk caus, to be revengit on the feid 
Flemmyngis, he coft ane grit fchip, callit the Aquila, and held lang 
tyme mony man of weir thairin vpon the fey ^ and gat findry revengis 
vpon the iaid Flemmyngis, and flew dyueris of thame. The haldin of 
the faid fchip and men of weir wes & ct^^e to him, that he wes com- 
pellit to wodfet and annalie the barony of Bamis, the toun, mainis, 
and mihie, of Wincheburgh, certane landis in Langnetherie, and cer- 
tane in Tranent. 

This George mareit the eldell dochter of CoUyne the firft erle of 
Argyle, quha bair to him ihi^ fonnis and tua dochteris : The ddeft 
fone, callit Greorge, quha efler was Xx>rd ; the fecund, callit Robert, 
quha deit ane man of armes in France, in the caftell of Millane — and 
left behind him tua fonnis: ane,'callit Williame, now prefentHe ane man 
of armes in France ; the fecund, callit Alexander, quha mareit Jonet 
Sinclair, heretrix o£ the Northrig and tfirid of Morame. The tliiyd . 
fone of the feid Lord George, callit Johne, deyit wythout fucceflioun. 
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Ilie ddeft dochter of the H^ Lord George* callit Maigaret, was 
mareit on WiUiame MaiUand of Lethingtoun ; the fecund, csUit Ka- 
therin^ wald never marie» howbeit iche micht have had mony gud 
maryageis, hot vowit chaiftit^, and enterit and was ane filter of the 
ordour of San£l; Katheiine of the Senis j and enterit in religioun in the 
place befyd Edinburgh of the Senis, of xxxyj yearis* and renunit thair 
the fyace of zlij yeiiis, and deit t^the age of Ixxviij yeiiis, inlheiaid 
place, quhair fcho wes bureit. 

Nocbtwithilanding that this liord George wes ane weill letterit and 
ane nobill man, yit he was fumpairt gevin to voluptie and plefour, 
quhilk was the caus of his tnible in his lyf tyme, quhaiithrow he hurt - 
his heritage. I wald exhort all nobill men to forbeir this vice for the 
mekle mifcheif thai Ibllowis thairon. He ^"A monye baftard baimis : 
as ane, calHt Williame, quha deit wythout fiicceffioun ; ane vthor, callii 
James, quha lykwyfs deit without fucceffioun ; ane, calHt Maifter Cbn£- 
teU, quha deit within ordouris ; and ane, callit TluMnas, quha was ane 
famihar fervand to King James the Ferd — he had thr6 fonms : the 
eldeft, callit George, quha deit without fixmis ; the feoond, caUit 
J<^e, quha deit alfo without frainis ; the thrid, callit Alexander, ane 
ch^lane in the collage. This Lord Geoige tuk the armes of Budiane, 
quhilk ar thr6 Cumming fchevis, quarterhe wyth his awin armes, al- 
l^eand him [felf] to be air of the laid eddmne, be reflbun of his gud- 
dame. He had alfi) four baftarde dochteris : the ddeft, callit Beatrix, 
quha was mareit on Johne Levingtoun of Salt-cottis; the fecund, 
callit Margaret, quha was firft mareit <m Henrie Cant of Ow* 
libbertoim, and efter partit wyth him, and was mareit on Maifter 
Dauid Hammiltoun, lawfull fone to Sdiir Robert Hammiltoun of 
. Prdloun, knycht The vtfabr toa, callit lS3iz$betb and Jonet^ deit 
vnmareit. 
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This Lord tuke grit pldbur of the cumpany of ciuuiing men : he 
was ane grit fettar in muieik. He bi^t the reveftr^ of Seytoun ; 
pendit and theikit it vyth ftane. He wes alio callit be King James 
the Ferd, to heir ihe barony o£ Wincfaebui^h recognofcit, for the 
main part annalit ; fEbr the quhilk He payit ane thoa&nd markis of 
compofitioun. And efter lang ficknes, he deit, being of gude age, 
in the xx yeir of the regne of King James the Ferd, lone to King 
James the Thryd ; uid was hat&t in the queir of Seytoun, at the 
hie altar end. 

OFF LORD GEORGE, 

THE THRYD OF THAT NAME. 

George the thryd fuccedit to George tiie fecund, his &der, and was 
ane gud wyfe man ; and richt &miliar to King James the Ferd. 

This Gieoige loufit the landis of the Bamit^ the Manis of Winche- 
burgh and the mihie of the fimin, and certane landis in Tranent, wodftt 
be his &der. He ccnnpleitit, alio, the jammay hous of Seytoun fra 
the flrft jiuftis vp (quhilk was fimdit and biggit vp tua hous hicht 
aSoir be Lord Johne, his foigrandfdiir), and rafit the tumgreiis thair- 
of, and reparit all the haill grit dungeoun. And als he theikit the queir 
of Seytoun with ftane, and reparaUt the famin wytii glafing win* 
d&K}& -, maid tiie daflds thairin and cyleringis aboue the altaris, and 
pauimenrit the Cud queu- ; and gave to it certane vellmentis, ane haill 
cranpleit ftand of daytfa of gold, and vtheris of vdierfilkis. 

This George mareit the dochter of Erie Patrik, the firft erle Both* 
well of the Hepbumis. Quhilk dochter was callit Jahne, quha bair 
to him thr6 fonnis and ane dochter : the &ft, callit George, quha deit 
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of xiiij dayis auld ; the fecuncU aUb callit C^ige, the fourt of that 
name, quha was Lord thairefter ; the thiyd, callit Archbauld, deit of 
the age of XV yeiris. Tlie dochter, caUit Marioun, was mareit on Ar- 
thur maifter of Borthuik, to quhom fche had na bamis. Efter quhais 
deceifs, fche was mareit on Hew erle of £^intomi. 



This Geoige was hot five yelris Lord, wid was flane in the &ild of 
flowdoune, wyth King James the Ferd, in the yeir of Qod J* V xiij 
yeiris, the nynt day of September i and was brocht hame Airth of the 
iaid feild, and erdit in the queir of Sejioun, befyd his fiider. 

Efter quhais decei&, his £ladye3 rananit wedo continuaUe xlv ydris. 
Sche was ane nobill and wyfe ladye. Sche gydit fair fonnis leving 
quhill he was cumit to age ; and thairefier fche paffit and rrananit in 
the place of Senis, on the Borrow mvre, befyd Edinburgh, the reft of 
fair lyvetyme. Quhilk place fche helpit to iiind and big as maift prin- 
cipale. Sche did mony [gude] a^as : for, efter hir hufbandis deeds, 
fcfao mareit hir faid docbter, callit Marioun, firft on the maifter of 
Borthuik fyne on the erle of Eglintoun, and payit bayth the tocharis ; 
fche helpit to marie tua of hir fonnis dochteris, — ane to the erle of Menr 
teith, and ane vther to the lard of Rellalrig, and helpit to pay bayth 
ihaix tocharis, in hir fonnis tyme ; and efter hir fonnis deceils, £cho 
mareit tua of hir fonnis dochteris,— the eldeft of the tua, callit 
Beatrix, on the eldeft fone and air of S' Walter Ogiluy of Dunlugus 
knycht,-— the youngeft, on Hew maifter of Symmervate, eldefl. fone and 
appeirand air of James lord Synmiervale, and payit of thair tocharis 
threttie fewin hundreth markiB,->-the reft was payit be Creoige lord 
Seytoun, thair brother, quhilk was ane thouiknd markis, togidder 
wyth the reft of the hiull ezpenffis of the fiudia tnariagis. Tliis Lord 
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[laft tnentioned] gave to his thM fifteris that was to marie, ane thou* 
iand pundis to thair maiyage, of his tochar, quhilk was mekle to him 
to forbeir, his guddame and his &deris fecund wyf haveand the tua- 
part of his leving. This forfiiid Ladie, by all conditioun and thingis 
forlald, gave to her dochler and fonnis bamis lai^ fowmes of money, 
a lytill affi>ir his deid : That is to Ciy, To hit dochter, countes of Eg- 
Untoun, fyve hundreth markis ; to the laird of Carielloun, fyve hund- 
reth markis, vpon ane annuell of the Icnrd Yefteris landis and tua hund- 
reth markis in fUuer ; to Marioun countes of Monteith, fyve hundreth 
markis ; to Beatrix ladie of Dunlugus, thrS hundreth markis ; and to 
HelynoT maiAres of Symmervale, thr6 hundreth merkis. And als fcho 
left in to her Teftament dyuers fowmes of money, to be gevin to hir 
freyndis, to pure foUc, and to religious places and kirkis. 

This Ladie bi^^ the foirwerk of Seytoun, aboue the yet ; and als 
fcho biggit the north coris yle of the collage kiik of Seytoun. And 
tuk doun ane yle, big^t be Dame Katherine Sinclair, on the fouth 
fyd of the iaid college kirk, becaus the fyd of it flude to the fyd of llie 
kirk, to mak it ane perfyt and proportionat . croce kiric ; and bi^t 
the fiiid [yle again], and compleitit it as it is now. And als Iche big- 
git the ftepill thairof to ane grit hicht, fua that it waotis lytill of com- 
pleiting. This Ladie gave mony omamentis to the kirk of Seytoun : 
as ane compleit ftand of piupule veluat, flourit with gold ; ane 
compleit ftand of crammafe veluat, flourit with gold ; ane compleit 
ftand of quhyt dammas ; ane compleit ftand of grein chamlot of 
filk ; ane compleit ftand of blak doubill wouriet ; with vther certane 
cheiffebillis, and veftimentis of findi^ filkis. And sis gave to the &id 
kirk, ane grit croce of filver ; ane eucharift of filver ; ane grit chaUice • 
of filver, overgilt ; ane pendicle to the hie altar of fyne wovin arres, 
with vther pendiclis. Ske loftit the reveftrie, and maid grit lokit 
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almaries thainn. Scho foundit twa prebendaries, and big^t thair 
cfaalmaris vpon voltis. 

Peradaentore, fum in thir dayis will fhirik that beildJng of kirkis, 
gevin of omainentis thairto, and iimding of praftis, ar fuperftitious 
tbingis, and mantenanoe of ydoktrie ; and, thaiifor, nocht worth to be 
put in memorie. Bot quha will pleis to reid the hiftoreis and crooi- 
dis of all cuntreis, ftU find maift writtin and tretit of conqueffing <^ 
cuntreis and landis, moving of weiriB, and ftiyking of feildis and bat- 
tellis ; fua that quha&ever conqueLOSt moayeft cimtr^s and landis. and 
4>ecialie be the fwerd, movit griteft weiris, vinqueiffit and flew mony- 
eft in feildis and battellia, war eftemit maift valjeand and nctoriouB 
conquerouris, and maift put in writ, to thair £une and ^orie : howbeit 
the faid conques and doingis procedit of maift inJafiable gredines and 
m^ft crewell tinumy, contrare all law, bayth of God and man. And 
fen thingis vnleiflum as thir ar writtin to the commendatioun of the 
d(»ris thsurof, Quhy may I nocht let furth fie worlds as, throw all 
Chriftindcune and wyth all the dtaitis thwof, war haldin of griteft 
commendatioim and maift godlye? Bot how thay plefit God I refer 
to him £elf, quha &is the hartis and intentioun of all creature.^ Bot, at 
the Idft, it fchawis the liberale and honourabill hart of the doaris 
tfaain^ that rather wald fpend thair geir and gudis vpon fie vifible 
and commendit aSHs, for the tyme, nor to haue hurdit and pcnkit vp 
the lamin in coffiuis, or waKUt it vpone vnleffiun ienfualit^ or |Hodi> 
galit^. Andgif I hadnocht writtin the fiudis werkia, haldin godlie for 
the ^rme. Aim wald, or micht, haue reprevit me for omitting and for- 
yetting fie thingis ; aa. the lyk and ibnlable ar writtin in vther biC- 
•' tories, in commendatioun and loving of the doaris thairof. 

Bot I will rettime to my hiflorie. Hits Ladie coft the ladle of 
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Careftonn, of heritage, and gave hlr in marjage to hir fomiis fecund 
fone, callit Jolme ; and ooft al£> the landis of Foulilrudour, and gave 
to him 4 and did vtheria monygud a&js, Andleiffit to gud age; and 
deit in the yeir of God J* v" and Iviij yeiiia, in the iaid place of the 
Senis { and was tranQ>ortit honorablie be her oj, George lord Sey* 
toun, the fyft of that name, and wes bureit in the queir of S^toun, 
befyd her hufband. Tlie cans that I fet iurth the Q>eciall a£Hs and 
deidis of this Ladie, is to ^ occafioun till all ladyis in tyme to cum 
that hi^ipinnlB to be in the &id hous, or ony vther hous, to follow the 
&id Ladie in honeft conueriatioun and chaftit^ ; and in kyndnefi and 
liberality to the faous quhamto thay ar allyat, and quhamof thay haue 
thair leving. 

OFF LORD GEORGE, 

THE FERD OP THAT NAME. 

Creorge the ferd cf that name fiiccedit to Creorge thryd, his &der, 
and was ane gud wyfe and vertuons man. He redemit the toun of 
Winchebargb and certane landis in lAngnetherie, wedfet be his gude^ 
fchir ; and ctmqueiffit the hous and ane grit part of the landis of 
Weftnetherie : and repoimllit and biggit ane grit part of the hous and 
place of Weftnetherie. And gat in few at Dauid Betoun, cardinall of 
San£buidrois, the landis of KiiUiftoun, Lichemauchan, Catdbokis} 
the bifchoppis land (^ La5rad and Dalkeytfa. He was ane man weill 
eiqierimentit in ail games v and tok grit plcfiMU* in halkiug, and was 
haldin the beft fidconar in his dayis. 

He mareit !E3izabeth Hay, dodrter to Jt^ne lord Hay of Yefter, quha 
bur to him tua fomiis and fyve docfateria : the eldeft fime, callit 
Cre(Hge,efterwart Lord, the fyft of that name; the fecund, callit Johne, 
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quha mareit tbe herittix of Otreftoun. The eldest dochter, callit 
Jdiane, quha deit of tua yeir aiild; the fecund, caHit Marioiin, quha 
was mareit, as ikid is, on Johne eiie of Monteth ; the thrid, callit 
Margaret, quha was mareit on Robert [LoganJ lard of Reilalrig, and 
deit without bairiiis ; the ferd, callit Beatrix, quha was mareit on the 
eldeil lone and air of Schir Walter C^uy of Dunlugus, knycht ; the 
fyft, callit Helynor, quha wes mareit on Hew maifter of Sjmmervale. 

This George, efter the deceit of faisfirft wy^ l^mareitthe fecund vyfj, 
callit Marie Fieris, ane Franche woman, quh& come in Scotland with 
Quene Marie, dochter to the Duik of Gweis, and wyf to King James the 
Fyft,— quha gave to the &id Lord George the barony of Winchebuigh 
to be haldio in M blanfche, with the tenendrijs thairof, foreuir ; 
quhilk befoir was haldin in ward and releif. This fecund wyf of the 
i^d Lord George hair to him tua fonnis and ane dochter : the ane 
fime callit Robert, the vther James, and the dochter Marie. 

This Lord George was in the lyme of King James the Fyft ; and 
deit the xvij day of Julij, the aucht yeir of the r^^e' of Queue Marie, 
in the yeir of God J*" v' xlix yeiris, in the'abbay of Culrofi, quhair he 
wes bureit,' in the queir thairof; becaus the IngUfinen was in Had- 
ingtoun, and war maifteris of Eiit Lothyane. Bot efter, quhen the 
peax was tane, and the Inglifinen had left Hadingtoun, his bodie was 
tane vp, being in ane kifl, and tnui^rtit be his wyf and fieyndis to 
the collage kirk of Seytoun, qiihair he was honefllie burdt, in the qudr 
thairof, befyd his &der. 

In the mene tyme of this Lord George, the Inglifinen, efter the 
burning of Edinburgh and Leyth, come and lay in Seytoun, and brint 
and deftroyit the caftell and place thairof; Q)ulyeit the kirk, and ttdc 
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away the bellis, orgams, and all vther tur&ble thingis^ and pat thame 
in tfaiair fchippis, and brint the tymber wai^ vithm the laid kirk, in 
the aonethc^Maij, the ,yeir of God J" v* xliiij yeiris. 

OFF LORD GEORGE, 

THE PTBT OF THAT NAME. 

Geoi;ge the fyft of that name fuccedit to George .the &rd, his &• 
ther ; and was lang nuiiifit in France. And mareit Iflbbell, dochter 
to S* Williame Hainimltoun of Sanquhar, knycht, that lyme capitane 
of the cafteU of Edinburgh, and ane of the fenatouris of our ibtierane 
Ladies college of juflice. The caus of this maryage wes be . reflinm 
that my lord duik of Chattellarault, erle of Anane, lord Hammiltoun, 
etc. was gouemour.of this realme, and his brother, Jobne arche- 
biibhop of Sandandrois, was thefaurar, and was fumthing fcharp to 
the laid Lord George, and maid him impediment in the brouking of 
certane few landis of Eirkliftoun, that the fiud Lord Gewgeis &der 
gat in few of Dauid Betoun, cardinale of Sanftandnns. For the 
quhilk caus, the f^d Lord George thocht gude to aUya him felf with 
fum of my lord duikis freyndis and lurename ; and becaua the laid 
I? Williame was griteft, maiil fubllantious and hraieft, of that:furer 
name, nixt my &id lord duikis fed^ haveapd dochteris at age to majy, 
he thocht gud to marey his doditer, thinkand thairthrow to haue the 
mair fiivour and mantenance of the. lord: duik and his brother, the 
archiebifchop of San&androis : : and for 'ref(mable tocher and gra- 
tuiteis gerin and done to the &id Lord George ; and bec^us my lord 
duik allegit his mareage to be in our fouerane Indies handis'and his, 
be reflbun of his office, as the indenture of mareage mair flillelie pro- 
portis, in the quhilk my &id Lord and the fiiid Archebi&hop are 
contra£taris, 

e3 
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In this Lord Creoigeia tyme, the grit tour (^Seytoun, and llie jtmmajr 
hous thurof, was reparaltit and mendtt be S^ Willum jSamaJiltouD, 
fader in law to the iaid Lord George, betternor e^er it was befcMr the 
faid bumyng. 

This Lord Greoige was fend in Erance as ane of the embafla- 
douria contenit in the conimillioun to trait and mak contrail: off 
mar^age betuix our fouerane Ladie, Quten Marie, and Francis, 
Daulphin of Vietmois, eldeft ibne and air to Henrie the Secimd, king 
of fVance ; and to & the iaid mareage tak end and e£fect : quhilk was 
comrpleit in the face of haly kirk, in the cietie of Ftoife, in the cathe- 
dnle kirk thairo^ the day of , in the yeir of 

God J~ v* Iviij yeiris, the laid embaflaldouiis being prefent. For the 
quhilk, the &id Lord George was honeftUe rewaidit be the laid TCJwg 
of France, with certaoe filver vefchale and ane ydrlie penfioun of 
xij* irankis, etc. 

And als this Lord coft the reueifioiinis and ireft of the Umdis irf* 
Weftnudry, vncoft be his £ither. And als he gat of Johne, arche* 
bifchop of San&androis, ane confirmatioun of his few landis of Kirk- 
liftoun, togither with the prindpall ballierie of the fiunin of the landb 
atmext to the laid barony ; t(^ither with the office of juftice of the 
regalit6 of SandUndroia of all landis lyand on the fbath fyd of Forth. 
And als this I^ord biggit ane grit dyk and wall of ftane about the 
yarde and grit orcheart of S^^toun ; . and als bin^t ane pretty hoos 
vpon the gardin iyd thairof, befouth the grit tonr, and repaiaUit the 
foil werk thairof, brint be the Inj^ifineiL 

In.this Loidis tyme, Tponithe d^ (rf' , the yeir (^ 

Grod J" V* Ixj yeiris, at tua houris in the morning or thairby, the grit 
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dungeotm of Seytoun fell to the gruLud, bot, b6 the grace of God, it 
^d na flutyth, nbtber to man nor beifl. The cans of the filing thair. 
of wes parfUe be the grit eild of the famin, and partUe [he] hteUang 
of grit Hchtis and eiftmentis in it^ the waH and work thairof, beand 
auld, confumit 

The foir werk of Seytoun, aboue the foirentresi biggit be thia Lordis 
guddame, Jane Hepbume, beand haill brint and maid rwinus be ^e 
Ingliimen ; this Lord big^t and reparit Uie fSeaayn, mur fumptuous and 
cofUie nor ever it wes of befdr : be the quhilk reparatioun and tranila- 
Uon, thair wes lytill or natfaing, of e£fect, left of the auld werk ^ fua 
that the bij^in, reparatioun, and truiflatioun, wea mair coftlie to the 
£ud Lord nor he had big^t the &myn &a the grand vp. And als the 
fiiidLord bi^t the new werk on the north fyde of the faid foirentres, 
joynand with the fkmyn, with the entres thurto on the eift fyde of the 
clois, fta Ihe gnmd vp ; and cbhvoyit be conduitis fuffident waltir to 
ferve the kitchin and vther office houfis nece&r in the laid werk, with 
all vther conmioditeis requyrit to the lamyn. 

And howbeit fimi wald ali^e that it is flatterie to wryt ony thing 
prayfable in the mannis lyftyme of quham it ia writtin.} nochtwith- 
ilanding, my opinioun is contrair : That ony thing prayiable done, 
and fpecialie in making of policy, may be weill aneuche writtin in the 
doars awin ^me, fua that the werk be done modeltlie. And howbeit 
it be lumptuous and colUie mair nor heceOitie requyris,- yit it is the 
maift tollerable kynd of prodigalitie and of fumptuous and immoderate 
coft ; becaus the famyn will be fteidable to tiie polleritie, and decoir 
of the cuntrey. And gif it lalhappin the iaid Lord to do ony thing 
contmr his honoiu* and godlie dewitie, or contrair the honour or 
commoun weill of his hous, to the fcayth and peipetuall hurt of the 
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femyn } I fall fet iurth fie doiDgU done be him als larglie and weill 
extendit till his difprayfe as X faaue done in ony thing beibir laid to his 
loving, he nocht amendand and redrefland the famyn in his lyftyme, 
gif Grod fortounis me to leiff and be hable thairto. Bot I pray God, 
that the laid liord &U nocht in fie inconuenientiH, to gif me, or ony 
man, occafioun to wryt ocbt of him bot btxionble.

Mt nobl£ Lord, and dear Nephew, 

Tbb Hiftoricall Geuealogie of your'Lbrdihip's ancient and noble 
Houlfe of Seton I have' inlarged from the fourth George Lord Seton 
(&t whofe Ufe Sir Richard ends his hiftray), to this prefent year of 
God, 1687- 

Sir Richard begins your Geneal(^e att one Dougall Seton, who was 
grandchild to him whofiiift toc^e the niuneof Seton, in King Mal- 
colme Kenmoir's tyme, who reigned in anno 1061. This Dougall 
Seton married Jennet Quintfey, daughter to Rodger Quintfey Earle of 
Wintone j^Wincheftert], Conftable of Scotland ; and was in the time 
of Alexander the Fiift, fifth fone to King Malcolme Kenmoir, who 
reigned in anno 1109. By which marriage it ^peares the fiiid Dou- 
gall Seton gott the lands of Winton. 

Sir ^chard would have the oiiginaU of the fumame to be fi-om the 
two old Saxon words Sey and Ton : the word fky fignifying the fea, 
and ton a manfion place, in our language. The reafon, as he Ikyea, 
why he gott the fumame of Set-ton, was b/ the reafon the town and 
liuids then called Seyton was fo called being neareil the lea of any lands 
lor a great fpace therabout att that time. Others, are of the opinion, 
that the fumame (of the originall) is from Set on (now, vulgo, Seton), 
as the uicient Slughane of the Houfe Bgnifies, called the motto,— 
Hazard tet forward. 
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But my opinion, my Lord, is, that the fumame of Seton cune with 
fome of that name out of the eaft pairts of Germany ; my reafon to 
be fo perlVraded is out of that ftmous noble hiftorian Cornelius Ta- 
citus. In his Ikh^ De Moribus Oemumorumf defciyving the qualities 
of the people [of} the coniynes and limits of the eaft country of Ger- 
many, he says,-^ 

" Jam dextro Suevid maris litc»e Aeftyorum geates adluuotur : qui- 
busritus habibi^ue Suerorum; lingua Britaniiicepropif>r.". "Summu- 
bus l^tonum gentes continuantur. ' Cetera fimile8,'uno di^nuit, quod 
femina dominatur : in tantum non modo a libertate, fed etiam a fervi- 
tute d^enerant.'* 

They having a queen ; for iriuch, he dodi fo calumniate that nati<m 
of the Sitones. By which (with all duetUiiU refpeft to that noble Hif- 
torian), it would feem he hath not obferved the andait Aiisttck and 
Grecian hiftraians relating iully, that, in many great kingdomes in 
Afia, queens have been abiblute in their kingdomes ^ as Herodotus, 
in his ancient £unoiis hiftory, towards the end of his firft .booke, 
called Clio, he writts how Tomeris, Maflagetarum r^ina, a great 
kingdome in S<7tbia Afiatica, now called Tartaria, did valiantly fi^t 
and kill in batde the great Cyrus the 1ft. Ferfian Emperour. < He 
&ys: '*Ut banc pugnam ex omnibus, quae inter baibaros extiterunt 
acerrimam cenfeam extitifle." A9 aUb the fiune hiftorian, in his 
eight boc^e, called Urania, records of that heroina for wifdmne, 
condu^ counfell, and valour, Artraiifia queen of Caha, who 
afBfted Xerxes in the great expiditi(Hi againft Greece ; praifing 
her as ane valiant experimented generall* and a wife couQfellar, in 
the government of his armies, and in fighting his land and navall 
battles. 
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Recorded it is by levenill authon of ecdefiafUck faiftory, as Tbeodo- 
ret, Rufinus, and Sozonius, that Maiia queen of the Saracens, in the 
time of Vallance the Aiian Emperour, ihe fitting in peifon* did 
beat and overcome the Roman aimy ; and Aey were ^ad to implfve 
her peace. IJkewaya^ the G«nnan hiftoiy of the Emperoim makes 
mentiffli of liie Emperefk Irene, mother of ConAantine the 6th. who 
governed the impire with great policie, wifdome, and valour, ten 
year, in her fbn's minority ; and after his depoiition &(Mn the empire, 
' was again chofen l^ the Princes to govern^ which Ihe performed 
mai^ years, to the gr«st ai{qdmife of aU. 

In our modrane times, att home, [we bave^ our hermck Queoi 
Mary, the two wife Queens, Mary and Elizabeth, of En^and: fothat, 
either in the moA ancient or modeme times, there has been brave 
Queens to cranmand nations as foveraignes ever was ; or is [this3 re- 
corded in any ancient or modeme hiftoiy, in reproach, as a di^tarage* 
ment to the nation and people, except [1>yJ Tacitus. 

As fcnr that nation called by Tacitus gentes Sitimum, it is no lefi con> 
fentaneous to reafime : tfa^, lying mi the fea coaft of the Eaft Ger- 
many, might have c«ne fixnn thence and inhabited this place of Lotluaa 
now called SetOD, lying on the Fordi; more,ai1hePic^andMuravian8, 
both people of the inland of Gennany, did take and poflefi great 
lands in diis kingdome : the Hdcs, the beft faalfe of Scotland ; the 
Muravians, Miuray-Iand, to which countrey the people gave the nam^ 
and to the Clan, yet extant and flourifluDg in this kingdcnne. 

For this my cF[nnion of the true originall of the fiuname of Seton in 
diis kingdome, I have produced fiuaous authentick hiiloiy, and con> 
vincing reafims. 
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My Lord, your Lordfhip now being the eleventh Lord Settxi, the 
feventh Greorge Lord Seton, and the fonrtfa Earie of Wintofle, from 
&^er to fon, without intenniiEon : The fiift Lord Sebm was cre- 
ated Lord in the b^;inmng of .the reigne of Robert the Hiird, now 
three hiindred years Lords of parliaments ; your great attavus, called 
Robert, was created Earle in the beginning of King James the Sixth 
his reigne, being the firft Earle he created in Scotland. 

My noble Lord, Tour geneolc^e is Propago vetos^ pro&pia nobilis ; 
genenxia origo, et intaminatis fliTget fa(m<mbas, |^there} beingi to my 
certaine knowledge, no Remiffion in your chaiter chift. All ^ich 
are Omamenta hominis, fed ioagis hominta illius, quent non ftngiiiit 
f(dum, fed et VTtus nobilititt ; ille vere nobiliai eft quiftrraiue agendo 
nobilitateni fibi' peperit non nafcendo accept. 

Your Lordlhip has in yoiir houle tite true im^es of fiime of .your 
generous and virtuous predeceffora. la which cafe* a grave aeliior 

■ lays,— 

" Sffipe audivi, prseclarbs viros noAri temporis fiditoa ita dicere, cum 
migoniin . imagines intuerenhn-, vdiementiffime fibi' Miimiim ad virtu- 
tem. accendi; nofa ceram iHam, neque figuranr\istntaBt*viAi in f^rha- 
bere, &d memoria rehiin geftarum, earn Sanataat ^^regiis viris' in 
peiftoiie crefcere, neque ^rinsiedari quam' virtus eonim flommam at- 
que ^oriam; adsqusverit.*'

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THE HISTORY OF 
THE HOUSE OF SETON 

FURTHER INLARGED. 



OF GEORGE, THE FIFTH 

LORD SETON. 

X HE fifth Geoi^ lord SetOD fiicceeded to the fourth George lord 
Seton, his &ther. This Lord George, after he came from his travells. 
in France, vas fent ane ambaflitdour to fVance, To treat of the mar- 
riage betwixt Queen Maiy and Francis the Secimd, then Dolphin. 
Att his return, having given ane full &tiiBi£tory accompt of his 
conuniifion, went the lecond time ambafladour to France, with 
Queen Mary, To fee that marriage perfeAed : the whilk maniage 
was folemnized in Nofterdame, the great cathedrall church of Paris, 
the S4 of Aprill, 1^8 years, the fiud ambafladour being prefent. 
Att the which time, the laid Lord George had ane noble prefeitt 
font him of filver plate by Henry the Second then king of fVance, 
with ane yeuly penfion of ISOO ftimcks. 

Queen Mary, after the deceafe of fVands the Second, her hulband, 
att her coming home, made the fiiid Lord Greorge her great mailer 
houihold, as his predeceflbr. Lord John, had been to King James the 
Hrft. The laid Lord Getxrge was, when Leith was beOdged (having had 
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there att that time feverall Iharpe ramcoimters with the king's pairty), 
with the French, on Queen Marie's fyde. 

The Queen, afb^ her unfortunatt maniage with the Eaiie of Both- 
well* gathered fome forces together att Carberry hill, agaioft her then 
rebdls ; from whence, Bothwdl flying, without fighting, the Queen was 
forced to capitulat with her rebells, and rendered herfelf to their dif- 
cretion, who fent her Majeftie priToner to the caftle of Lochleven. 
From whence, the laid Lord Seton brought her to his caftle of ^drie, as 
is recorded both in French and Scots hiflories. From whence be went 
with her to the battle of Landfyde, near Glafgow ; where the queen's 
majeftie's pairty war defeat, and difperfed, and the Queen heifelfe forced 
to flee to England, for help and expected lafe^ and reliefe, in that her 
&id difl:reis, Irom her cufigne, Elizabeth queen of England ; who^ to 
her etemall and infiunons m^nory, upon her fupp<^ed jealoufies, caufed 
murd^ tbe fiiid gallant queen mofl; inhumanly, raiielly, and unchrif- 
tianly, in the caflle of Fotheringame, after the flud queen had been 
unjuftly detained 18 years her prifimer. 

After that unfortunate battle of Landfyde, the find Lord Geo^ was 
fi>rced to flee to Flanders, and was ther in exile two years, and drove a 
waggcm of four hories (<x his liveiyhood. His picture, in that condition, 
I have feen, drawn and vively painted, upon the north end of the loi^ 
gallery in Seton, now overlaid with timber. From l^anders, the laid Lord 
Oeorge went to Holland, and there endeavoured to induce the two 
Scots regiments to the Spanilh fravice, upon a defigne therdby to 
ferve his foveraigne, the Queen, the king of Spaine being very much 
her 6-eind. Which plott of his being revealed, the rebellious States (^ 
Hdland did imprilbn, and condonne the laid Geoige to lyd the can- 
on ; but by the frdndihip and reQ>e£t; the Scots officers had to him 
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sod his qualUty, he was fett by them ott liber^ : the rebellious States 
having no hand in it This is aUb relaited in Bifhop Spotfwood's hifloiy. 

This I^ord George bought the rdl of the lands of Weil Nidrie, and 
the haill reverfions thereol^ not conqueft by his predeceflburs. He 
agreed alfo with the archbifhop of St Andrews for the confirmation of 
the feu of Kirklifton, together with the office of juftitiaiy of all the 
Imds and r^aUities pertaining to the laid archbiihoprick. 

In this Lord's time, in the year 1^1, the great dungeon of Seton 
fell to the ground, without hurt of any. From the fouth fide of 
which, the fiiid Lord George built the great quarter of the hall ; and 
he built all- the dykes &om the old entry down to the links, over the 
banke. 

Out of the great refpedt and &voiu- the Queen's majeftie car- 
ried to the fiud Loud G«orge, for his great fervice done to her, flie 
would have created him Earle when flie created her baftard brother 
Eadle of Murray ; but the fiiid Lord George, being att that time the 
eldeft Lord in parbament, did, with mofi humble thanks, excufe him- 
felfe att her Mi^eftie's hands. Upon which occafion, flie caufed wiyte 
thefe verfes in Latine and flench : 

Sunt comites, ducefque alii, funt denique r^^ : 
Setoni dominum fit fatis efi*e mihi.. 
Ylia des comtes» des r<^ des dues ; aiofi. 
Get aflez pour moy d'eflxe figneur de Seton. 

This &id LcH-d George, to fliew the loyalltie of himfelfe and his 
ftmily, cauled carve in ftone, in great guilded letters, above the great 
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doore to the eatry of that quarter he built; and other imiiient places 
of the houfe, this infcription in French : 

ON DIEU, UN FOY, UN ROY, UN LOY. 

He had for his own particular motto, under the piAure where he is 
drawen with the mafter houfhatd's batton, 

IN ASTEBRSITATE, PATIENS; 
IN PROSPERTTATB, BEHBVM.U& 
HAZARD YET POBWAfiD. 

This {aid Lord George married HbbeU, dau^ter to Sir William Ha- 
niiltoD of Sanchor, fliirrife of Air, ana of the lords of feffion, and att 
that time captain of the caftle of Edinburgh. His motive for his mar- 
riage was, by rea&ne his waird of marriage fell in the Queen's hands 
the time the duke of Chalterault, earle of Arran, was regent to Queen 
Mary ; and his brodier, John Hamilton, archbilht^ of St Andrews, 
did trouble Ijxd George in peaceable injoying the lands of Kirk- 
lifton, f^ch Lord Creorge, his &ther, had gott confirmed in fev by 
Cardinall Beton, archbiihop of St Andrews. -By .this alliiya, he gott 
the confirmation of the lands of Kiddifton, vith tlie fiulaid fiiperiori- 
ties, renewed by the laid Archbilhop Hamilton. In the contract; of 
marriage, the duke of Chauterault and his brother, the archbiihc^ are 
contra£ters with the laid Sir '^^^lliam Hamilton of SanchOT, their 
cufigne, att that time the greateft man of power am(nigft the Hamil- 
tims, next to the duke. 

By this vertioiis lady, he had Ave fons and ane dauf^ter : his eldell 
f<u), James, dyed a young man ; Robert, who was Ixwd after him ; 
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Jobn } Alexander } and William. His daughter. Ubbdl [Margaret] 
SetoD, was married to the lord Paifley, fecond foQ to the &id regent 
duke of Chauherwilt and earte of Arran, of whom canle the noble 
houfe of Aberconie» the eldeft fon of the laid Lord Pailley being 
made Earle q£ Abercorne by King James the Sixth. 

Thii Lwd George was long time provell of Edinbiu^h. After 
King James the Sixth did take the govenunent of the kingdame upon 
himlelfe, he fent this Lord George ambafladour to fVance, To renew 
^e old Allay betwixt the two kingdomes, by a mod ample and honour^ 
able comimiffiont wheriq he flyles biin bis moft trulty and well belov- 
ed Cufigne and Counfellour ; which commifllon I hare nead myfJ^e. 
A few years after he came hom^ he dyed, in the beginning of 
King James the Sixth's rcdgne ( and was buried in the coUedge kiik 
ofSeton. 

OP ROBERT THE EIGHT LORD SETON, 

AHO PIR8T EARLE OP WINTONE. 

Tluslxvd Bob«rtlii{»;99ded to his fitther. Lord George. Thisl«rd 
Rob^ms tJufiift £aiieKizigJ«n«Bth9 Sixth created in Scotland,.^ 
by a very ooMe patent; sod. van ia gn»iit favour and «&eem with 
Kii% James. He wag very hofpitabte, and keeped a noble houft, tiic 
King and Queen being d«quently t)w« j nd all French and other am- 
twfl&doure, and ftrang^v of qmlUty, wae poblie entertauned in his houA. 
The ikid Robert earle t^- Winton putt on the roo& i^ the great hall 
of Seton } he built the old harbour of Cockainie, for which King James 
the Sixth granted him a large chartour, a free conqueft, with the gift 
and privilidge of cuftmne and anchorage of all Ihips and goods import- 
ed and exported, with all other, privilidges which burgh rc^^Uls have. 
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He married Lady Ma^;aret Montgcnnerie, eldeft daughter to the 
earle of Eglingtone. He had by her, fyve fons, Robert, George, Alex- 
ander, Thomas, and John ; and ane daughter, called IfofoeU, who 
waa' mairied to the earle of Perth, by ^om {he bad one daughter 
only. Lady Jean Dnumnond— who mairied the earle of Sutherland, in 
anno 1639, who gott in tocher with her 50000 merkes, the greateft 
portion that was ever given in Scotland, before that time. She had 
to the laid earle lev»^ children j wh(tfe eldeft ion is earle of Suth- 
erland now living. This iaid Lady Ilbbell Seton, countefs of Perth, 
married to her 2d hufband, Francis Stewart, eldeft fon to the eaiie of 
Bothwell, by whom Ihe had feveraU fons and daughters, who dyed 
all unmarried. 

This Lord Robert, allthough his ftther left him in great debt, by 
the great trouble he bad in Queen Marie's ^me, and by feveraU 
ambaffays, upon his own charge, to France ; yet, by his own hand, 
and by his vertious ladle's good government, putt his eftate in good 
condition } proyyded his fons and daughters to good fortunes. He 
dyed in anno 1603 i was buried that day King James the Sixth tooke 
his jotuney fixmi Holyroodhouse to England, to take pofleffion of that 
Crown. His Majeftie was gracioufly pleafed to reft himfdfe att the 
foutbweft round of the orc^-yard of Seton, an the high way, tiU the 
iunerall was over, that he might not withdraw the noUe company. 
His Majeftie was pleafed to &y publickly, in the hearing of all t^ him, 
He had loft a good, Jaithfiill, and loyaU fubje^ He was buried in 
the coUedge kirk of Set^m. 
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OF SIR JOHN SETON OF BARNES, 

THIBD SON TO THE FIFTH OBOROE, LORD SETON. 

This Sir John Seton was a brave young man ; he went to Spaine, 
to King Fhilltp the Second his court, by whom he was made knight 
of the rqyaU order of St Jago, att that tyme, the order of knighthood 
in that kingdome of greateft efteem. In memory whereof, he and his 
heirs, has a fword in their coat of armes, being the badge of that or- 
der. King niillip alfi) preferred hira to be gentleman of his chamber, 
and cavalier de la Boca (which is mailer-houlhold) : he alfo carried 
the golden key att his jlyde, in a blew ribbing : all which, were the 
greateft honours King Phillip of Spaine could give to any of his fub- 
je&s, except to be made a. grandee of Spaine. He had a penfion 
granted, to him and his heirs of two thou&nd crowns yearly : when 
I, the wryter hereof, was att the king of Spaine his court, I waa cer- 
tainely informed of the truth of all tiiis. 

The fiud Sir John, in the heights of his &vour with King Phillip of 
Spaine, was commanded home by King James the Sixth, unwilling to 
want So gallant a fubje£t out of his court and fervice. Att his return 
home, he preferred him to be tbe&urer of his houfe ; was in great favour 
with his Majeftie. It was not doubted, if he had Uved Ibme time after 
the King's coming to the crown of Engluid, he would have highly ad- 
vanced him in honour and fortune } but he dyed before King James 
went irom Scotland. He made ane great building att the Bames 
voult height, before his death, intending that building round a 
court 

He married tlie eldeft daughter to the lord Forbes, by whom he 
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had two foDB and one daughter. His fec(Mid £>n dyed a young man. 
He himfelie dyed in the fltength of his age* a young man ; and was 
huried in the coUedge kirk of Seton. 



OF THE SECOND SIR JOHN SETON 

OF BARHE& 

This Sir John Seton of Banies iiicceeddd to his fiither ; aoe gallant 
man ; likeways* gentleman of the privy chamber to Kii^ Quurles the 
flrft. He did acquire from Sir Robert GordMi of Lochinvar, land 
in Irimd worth five hundreth pomid Steriing a year. Tlie fiud Six 
John was impxif<Mied, and fyned in « oonfidenible ibume of money, by 
the then rebdls In Scotland, fiir being with the marquefi of M(H)tro&, 
King Chailea the Firft his general!, by aoe ample commifi&cm, againft 
the Soots rdOells, in the year 1646. 

He married to his firft lady, Ogilvy, daughter to the hurd 

(tf Foury, O^^vy ; by ha-, he had one fon and three daughters. His 
ion, called Alexander, married in Iriand, ane daughter of ane noble 
Iri^ ^raily of (^huaU : dyed without fuccefficm. His eldeft daugh- 
ta, Iftbell, married the laird of Bailfoord; the ieocmd daughter, 
Margaret, married . to the tutor of Duffiis, in Munay j his third 
daughter, Ijliaa, married Sir James Ramfiiy of Benhame, in the 
Mains. 

To his feomd marriage, be married the dowager of Killfyth, dau^ 
tor to lord Fleming, by whom be had no fucceflion. 

To hit tturd wi&, be married the imly daii^ter of Sir J<^ Home 
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of Northberwik, hy whom he had two fons, Oeoige and Cbaries, and 
one daughter, Jean : Charles ^ed a yoting man, Shortly after his &- 
ther : hia daughter Jean was manied to John Hay of Aberlady. His 
eldeft ion, George, yet living, pc^eflbr of the lands of Barnes. 



OF ALEXANDER SETON, 

FOURTH "SON TO LORD GEORGE THE FIFTH. 

[He was] fo named by Queen Mary, who gave to him ane god- 
bairne gift, the lands of Hufcalie, in Murray. He was fent by his &• 
ther when he was young to Rome, finding him of a great fpirit, in- 
tending att that time to make him a churchman. Att R(mie, he was 
bred young in the Roman colledge of the Jefuites, wher he excelled 
in learning. He declaimed, not being 16 years of age, ane learned 
cnation of his own ojmpofing, De Atceruione Domini, on that feftivall 
day, publickly before the Pope, Gregory the 13th, the cardinall, and 
other prelats prefent, in the pope's chapel in the Vatican, with great 
spplaufe. He was in great elleem att Rome for his learning, being a 
great humanift in profe and poecie, Greek uid Latine ; well ver&d in 
the mathemadcks, and had great Ikill in archite3:ure and herauldrie. 
I was told att Rome, if he had ftayed Qier, it was not doubted but 
he had been Cardinall. 

After he came from Italy, he ftudied the law in France. Shortly 
after that he came to Scotland, he made his public leffon of the law 
befiut) King James die Sixth, the fenators of the colledge of joftice, 
and advocats prefent, in the chapell royall of Holyroodhmi^ in his 
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lawer gown and four nooked cape, as lawers ule to pals their tryalls 
in the imiverfities abroad, to the great ap[daufe of the King and all 
prefent. After which, he was received by the cdledge of juflice as 
ane lawer ; and fome years after made lord of the &£S(Mi : not numy 
years after that, made prudent of the ieffitm (the earle of Mcmtrofs 
being then chancellom') ; and lord Fyvie of parliament. After the 
earle of Montrofa his death, he was made lord high chancdlour of 
Scotland. 

He acquired the lands of Fyvie, a confider^le fiilmon fifiung in 
Sp^, with fome other lands in Murray i the lordihip of Dalgatie in 
Fyfe, with Ibme confiderable lands in the lordihip of Dumftrmeline, 
and very confiderable fuperiorities ther. He ai^uired the lands of 
Hnkie, where he built ane noble houfe ; brave ftone dykes about the 
garden and (Mx^faard, with oliier commendable polide about it 

He married* to his firft wife, I^Ay Ifobell Drummond, eldeft fifter 
to the earle of Perth, and had by her ferorall fons, who died young, 
and foiu- dau^ters : the eldeft, called Lady Sophia, married to the 
lord Fentoim, fon to the earie of Kellie^ the iecond. Lady Ifobel, 
married to the eaiie ci LauderdaiU, only fon to Chaneellour Mait- 
land, lord Tfairlftme, whoie fon was by King Charles the Second 
three feverall times his majeftie^acommiffionerfor parliaments and con- 
ventions in Scotland ; and by the faid King cr«ited Duke of Lau- 
derdaill, marquefs of March, during his life, whole third brother, 
Charles earle of LaudradaOl, is now living. The third daughter mar- 
ried the earle of Seaforth, by whom Ihe hade no fons that leaved, but 
two dau^ters : the eldeft married the lord Baiiredaill, eldeft fon to 
the ewle of Kaithneis, by whom flie bad two fims, who dyed without 
heirs. To her fecond hufband, flie married the Itwd Duftus, by whom 
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flw had noe children that Uv^ The fecond daughter married the 
earle of BaUoarras, heir to the firft lead Ballcarras, whofe fon is now 
earle of Ballcarras.' To the fecond huiband, fhe married the laft 
earie a£ Aigyle, by wfaooi flie hid noe children. The Chancellour 
his fourth daughter muried to the laird of Ballcarnu, crated I^rd 
of parhamoit by King Charles the Ilrft, m anno 1633, whofe polleri- 
ty now flourifhes, as {aid is. 

The &id Lord Chancellor^ earle of Dnmfermeline, married, to his fe- 
cond wife^ Lady Grifell Leflle, dau^ter to the earle of Rothes, by 
whom he had only one daughter^ married to the lord Yefter, mother 
to this earle of Twedall now living. 

To his third wife, he married Lady Margaret Hay, M.et to the laid 
lord Yefter, by whom he had (mly ane fon and ane dau^ter : his fon, 
Charles, fucceeded him : his daughter, Lady GrifeU, a brave lady, lived 
agood age, but woidd never mairie, though fhe had noble fuitors,— the 
earle of Sutherland and the lord Lind&y, afterward earle of Crawford. 

Hie firft Earle of Damfermdiine, lord high chancellour of Scotland, 
by his Letter-will, left Geoi^ earle of Winton, his nephew, fole tutor 
to his (one, Charles earle of Dumjfermeline, who keeped him and his 
filter, and their iervantts, in his, houfe, ftee gratis, all the years of his 
tutory. Att the expiring whereof, the feid Geoige earle of Win- 
tone, — having payed of his estate 30000 merks of portion with his 
fifter, who married the laid lord Yefter, and 30000 merks with ius 
fifter* XMy GrilSyi Scton, who dyed nnmairied, irfiich fhe left to her 
broths at -her deatJi ; ' and at the expiry of the tutory, gave, likeways, 
to the laid Charles earle of DumfermeUne 10000 merks gold of the fhp- 
erplus of his rent, which foume he configned in the face of the lords of

feffion, Chancellour Hay being prefent. This the {aid Greorge esrle 
of Winton did the 4 (?) years he was his tutor, though faia mother life- 
rented SOOOO merks yearly, with the houfe of Pinky and Dalgalyj 
yet he left him, at the expyiing of the &id tutory, the eftate free of all 
debt vhatfomever, with all his Jewells and iilver plate, which were 
confiderable great, with the houfliold furniture, and ail other move- 
ables whatfbmever. 

Alexander earle of Dumfermeline had left to his cufiody and keep- 
ing and govermhent by King James and Queen Ann, when their ma- 
jefties went to Eo^and, their fecond fon, Charles, then not three 
years of age, whom he keeped in his houfe three years, and carried 
him into England himfelfe, by land, to the King and Queei^s 
majefties, well and in health ; for which &itliiull fo*vice the King's 
majeftie -was thankfidl to him. 

Hiis Alexander eaiie of DumfennUne, lord chancellour, dyed in his 
houfe att Pinkie, in Aprill, 1632, of his age 67 years ; and was fuc- 
ceeded in his office by Chancellour Hay — Spot. f. 542 : and dyed 
with the regreat of all that knew him, and the love of hu countrie : 
was interred att his buriall place in Dalga^, the May therafter, with 
great honour. 

OF CHARLES SECOND EARLE 

OF DUMFERMELINE. 

This Charles fecond earle of Dumfermeline was much att the court 
of England with King Charles the Eirft, to wbraii he was gendeman 
of tiie bed chamber j and by King Charles the Second made lofd 
privy feal, in the which place he dyed. 
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He married Lady Marie Douglas, daughter to William earle of 
Morton, who was knight of the garter. By her he had many chil- 
dren : his eldefl fone, Alexander ; the fecond was called Charles, 
was killed in one of the king's fhips of warr in the battle againft the 
States of Holland ; his third fim, James. His eldeft daughter, Lady 
Margaret, never married ; his fecond dauj^ter. Lady Hendrieta, mar- 
ried to the earle of Wigton, to whom flie had two fons, now living. 
To her fecond hufband, fhe married the earle of Crawford, Lindlay, to 
whom fhe hath feverall childr^i. 

This Charles earle of Dumfermeline fyded with the [Covenanters^, 
and carried a ctHnmiffioun from them to the King. 

The faid Charles fecond earle of Dumfermline dyed in anno 167% in 
Seton houfe; and was noblie interred att his burial] place in Dalgaty. 

OF ALEXANDER THIRD EARLE 

OF DUMFERMELINE. 

This Alexander third earle of Dumfermline dyed att Edinbrngh, a 
young man, a few yearn after his father; and was noblie interred 
att his burial! place in Dalga^. 

OF JAMES FOURTH EARLE 

OF DUUFERHBLINE. 

This James earle of Dumfermeline, who fucceeded to his brother, 

Alexander, after his father's deceafe, was fome years ane officer in a 

Scots r^ment, under the States of Holland, where he behaved him- 

felfe gallantly. Some time afier he came home, and married I<ady 

h2 
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Jean Gordoo» fUter to the marquefi of Huntly, now duke of GtHrdon. 

This James earle of Diimfennelme was left by bis fittfaen and brother 
in conilderable debt ; but* by his vertuous wife caiziage^ hes extriot 
himfelfe of the ^eateft part of. that trouble : and by his. good and 
wife manadgment, not only preferreSf but improves his . ^ate, to his 
great commendation and honour. This James earle of Dum&rmeline 
is now living. 



OF SIR WILLIAM SETON, FIFTH SON 

TO THE FIPTH GEORGE LOKD SETON. 

This Sir T^^lliam Seton, a brave nuui» was for fame years diiefe 
jullice in the South border of Scotland. After King James was king 
of England, he was one of his majeftie's mafter-houfhold* and mafter 
of the Fofts of ScotUnd, for both which he had a penfion of King 
James and King Chailes the Hrft. 

He married Striveling, daughter to the hoofe of Glorat, by 

whom he had two fmis, William and J(^ : William flicceeded .to 
his father ; John was ane officer in France, in the Scots regiment un- 
der CoUonell Hepbiune, marifliall de camp in France, wher the &id 
John dyed. The faid Sir \^lliam had three daughters : his elddt 
dau^ter married Fairly barron of Bred ; the fecund married Sir 
John Auchmouty of GoffooitL 

This Sir ^'Hlliam dyed of 73 years of age, in lus houfe att Haddii^- 
ton, anno 1694 ; and was buried in the coUedge kiik of Seton. 
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OF SIR WILLIAM SETON, SECOND. 

Sir William Seton fucceeded to the lail Sir ^^^lliam, his &ther, to 
the p^ace of thie mailer of the Fofts of ScotUmd, dmiog' his life, for. 
which he had a penfion fiwn the King. He n^ver married ; he dyed, 
(^good age* in anno I66S : buried in the colledge kirk of Seton. 



NOW FOLLOWES THE POSTERITY 
OF ROBERT THE FIRST EARLE OF WINTON. 

I muil here fett down Sir Alexander Seton, third fon to the Sad 
Robert the-fiift eorle of Winton, by bimfelft, and his poflerity, from 
im being Eule of Eglingtone, to this year of God» I687 ; by reafon, 
though he was third brother and had of the houfe of Seton, yet, as 
Earle of Eglingtone, was oblidged to change Iiis name from Seton to 
MoNTooicEBT, Slid Carrie the armes of the H<Hife of Egjingtone, as 
chiefs of that Family and Clane. 

OF SIR ALEXANDER SETON. 

THIRD SON TO ROBERT FIRST EARLE OF WINTOKE, 

WHO, SHORTLY AFTER HIS FATHER'S DEATH, 

WAS EARLB OF EGLINGTONE. 

'Hiia Alexander earle of Eglingtone was fent for out of France by 
his unde, the earle of Eglingtone, who, having noe heirs of his own 
body to fucceed to the Earledome of Eglingtmie, dinned his eftate 
ftedy to this ^ Alexander Seton, his Mer's aon ; on whcwn King 
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James the Sixths after the deceafe of the laid earle of Eglingtooe, his 
uncle, did gradoufly confer (on this Sir Alexander Seton, the ikid 
earle's nephew, and heir of his eftate,) the honours and titles of the 
Earle of Eglingtraie, with the iame place in parliament as the andent 
noble Houfe of Eglingtone did poflela. 

This Alexander earle of Eglingtone was much imployed in the 
warr the time of the Scots and Iriih rebellions ; and bred three of 
bis fons fbuldiers. In anno 1650^ when King Charles the Second 
came to, Scotland, within ane month came a rebellious Englilh army, 
commanded by that arche-traitour Oliver Cromwell ; att which time, 
the laid King Charles the Second made this Alexander earle of Eg- 
lingtone captain of his lifeguard of horse, being ane valiant experi- 
mented fouldier. He was furpri&d by ane Englifh pairfy of hoife 
being in the Weft of Scotland, and taken prifimer, in anno 1651 ; fent 
firft to the town of HuU, then to Berwick, where he was priioner fe- 
verall years. 

He married, to his &ft wife, Lady Ana livingfton, eldefl daughter 
to the earle of Linlithgow, by whom he had fyve fbns and two dau^. 
ters : Hew, lord Montgomeiy ; Sir Heniy, who died without heirs ; 
Sir Alexander, a coUonell in Irland, in the Scots army against the 
rebells there— he died in Irland ; James, likeways ane coUoneU 
in Irland, in thefe warrs, who conquiihed the barony of CoUHeld, 
which his fon and heir now poflefles ; his fifth fon, Robert, was firft 
a captain in Irland, againft the fiud rebells, therafter.a coUonell of 
horfe in the rebelUous warrs of Britaine. 

When King Charles the Sectmd went with a Scots army, in anno 
1651, to Worchefter, he was generall-major of his majefUe's hode

in that usfortunat expedition, and was att that time hurt and taken 
prifoner ; and was many years a prifoner at Hull, and therafter many 
years a prifoner in the calUe of Edinburgh, out of which he and the 
late earle of Kinnoull efcaped in difguife, in anno 1659, and went to 
Holland, to the King. He left his heirs ane good eftate in money. 

The eldeit daughter of this Earle (^Eglingtone, Lady Margaret, mar- 
ried the earle of Twedaill, father of this earle of Twedaill now living, 
to whom fhe had one fon that came to perfect age, flylled Dnimelior : 
her daughter. Lady Grifallt dyed veiy yohng. The Ciid Lady Mar- 
garet Montgomery mairied, to her fecond hulband, the earle of Glen- 
caime, lord hi^ chancellour of Scotland. The fecond daughter. 
Lady Ann, dyed unmarried. 

This Earle of Eglingtone married, to his fecond wife, the Lady Rofs, 
dowager. He dyed in his houfe att Eglingtone, in the age of 73, in 
anno I66I. 

This noble Earle was a peribn of true honour, generofity, and loy- 
allty, but, in the beginning of the inteftine warrs, was much carried 
on by the Prefbyterian miniilera againft the King ; and in anno l64<8, 
rofe with thefe of his countrie, againft the Remonftrators, that en- 
gadged for the King. 

OF HEUGH LORD MONTGOMERY. 

EARLE OF EGLINOTONE 

This Earle of Eg^Ungtone fucceeded to his fether, Alexander earle 
of Eglingtone. He married, to his firft wife, Anna Hamilton, eldeft 
filler to the then marquifi of Hamilton, afterwards duke of Hamilton, 
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by whom he bad only one dau^ter,— who was nuiried to the earie c£ 
KndlateTi whofe land flie hath aired. 

And to his fecond wife, he mamed Lady Mary Lefly, dau^ 
ter to the earle of Rothes, by whcan he had two fons, Alexander and 
Francis : Francis married the heir of the earledome of Leven, by 
whoip he had noe children, yet, by that marriage, he po0efles, durii^ 
his life, the barrony of Inchmartine, in the Carfi of Gowiy. He 
had five daughters : the eldeit. Lady Maiy, was married t» the earle 
of Winton ; the lecond dau^ter, Margaret, .married the ««de of 
Lowdou i the third married Dumbar of Balduns ; the fouitlL married 
the mailer of Balmerino ; the fifUi married Sir Alexander Ram&y of 
WauchtOTie. 

This Heugh earle of Eglingtime dyed att the houfe of E^ingtone, 
in anno 1673, and GOih year of his age. 

OF THE SECOND ALEXANDER, 

EARLE OF EOLINSTONE. 

Tim Alexander earle of Eglingtone fucceeded to his fiither, Hei^ 
earle of I^lingtone, being a very young man. He married, in Eng> 
land, Creighton, daughter to the earle of Dumfiies, by whom 

he had three fons and two daughters. The eldeft Ibn^ lord Mont- 
gomery, nuuried Lady Cochrane, daughter to the lord Coch. 
rane, lifter to this earle of Dundonald. 

This AlexE^der ^irle of Egtingtooe married, to his fecond wife, 
ane Englilh widdow lady, of ane good fortune. He lives (»nftantly 
with her att her houfe in Yorkihyre, in this prefent year, 1687. 
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Here ends the Crenealogie of Alexander Earle of E^lintone, third 
brother to the Houfe of Seton, from the time of his being 
Earle of Eglingtone to tiiiB prefent year, I687. 



OF SIR THOMAS SETON, 

FOURTH SON TO BOBERT EARLE OP WINTON. 

This Sir Thomas Seton was provyded by his father to the lands of 
Hollieflob, now, vulgo, OHvellobe. He married Dame Agnes Drum- 
mond, daughter to Drummond of Corikeply, of the family of Perth : 
by her he had three daughters, of whom, Margaret, the eldefl, was 
married to George Seton of Cariftone ; his fecond daughter, 

, was matried to Major Keith, fheriiF of the Mearns; and 
Sir Thomas's third daughter, , married Inglis 

in Edinburgh. 



[SETON OF ST GERMAINS.] 

^ Jdbn Seton, vdto was fifth ion to Robert earle of Winton, gott 
tile lands of St Grefmains after hia brother, Sir Alexander, obtained 
the earledome of Eglingtone. He married Margaret Kellie, daughter 
to Mr \^liam Kellie, one of the senators of the cdledge of juf- 
tice ; he had by her feverall fons : his eldell fMi, John, yet living, 
poflfeflbr of the lands of St Gennains. He had four daughters : 
the eldeft, Margaret, was married to the laird of Freftoo, Hamilton, 
who dyed without Ibctieffion. To her feoood hufband, flie married 
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Ram&y of Idington. His fecond dau^ter, Ifobel!* dyed 
unmarried ; his third daughter, Jean, was married to Menzies of 
Coulterais, by whran (he had feverall foaa and daughters yet living; 
his fourth daughter dyed a yoimg woman. 

The fkid Sir John dyed in good age, and was buried in the buiiidl 
place of Seton. 



OF ROBERT THE NINTH LORD SETON, 

AND SECOND EARLE OPWINTONE. 

This Robert earle of Wintone married Lady Jean Maitland, only 
daughter to Chancellour Maitliuid, lord ThiriiAoun. He dyed witli- 
out heirs of his body. 

OF GEORGE TENTH LORD SETON, 

THIRD EARLE OF WINTONE. 

This George eaile of Wintone fucceeded to Us brother, Robert earie 
of Wintone. He lived honourablie all his life, and keeped a great 
houfe at Seton. When King James the Sixth came to Scotland in 
anno I6I7, he entertained him and his whole court a n^ht att his 
houfe, upon his own charges. 

He buih the houfe of Wintone, being burnt by the Englifli of old. 
and the policy thereof deltroyed, in uino 1690 : He fotuidwl and 
built the great houfe from the foundation, wi& aU the lairge ftmie 
dykes about tlie predn^ park, wcfaard and gardens thereof. 
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He built, in anno 1630, two quarters of the hou& of Seton, be^n- 
ning at Wallace' tower att the eaft esd thereof, which was all burnt 
by the Kngljfli, and continued the building till Jacob's tower, on the 
north fyde of the houfe. By reaibn his predeceflbrs were great ene- 
mies, and very a^ve in the warrs, againft the Englifli, the houfe hav- 
ii^ beoi three tpnes burnt by them, be caufed carve, in fine ftone, 
upon the froutii^iece of his new building, a crown, fupported by two 
rctfes and the thriAell, being the conicenfes of the two kingdomes of 
Scotland and England-; and the emhleme, enigmatically, fignifying 
the Union of the two kingdomes. Under which embleme he caufed 
carve and fett out in gold letters this ver& : — 

Uino NtJNC FATIS, BTOQITE CAIKKJUE TUIS. 

- He buHt in Cockainie twelve laltpans, wher never any fonnerly was. 
He built, to his great charge, ane harbour in the weft e&d of Cockainie, 
which was deflroyed by a ftorme in January, anno l6S5. 

When King Charles the Hrft, in anno 1633, came to Scotland to 
be crowned, he entertained him a night att his houle, with all the 
Englilh nobility and court, noblie, with ane open houfe to all. 
Within a mcmth afier, att lus Majeftie'a retume to En^and, he enter- 
tained the £^lifh . nobility, and the King and his whole court, fi-om 
the Saturday till the Moonday, royallie, att ane open houfe, as former- 
ly ; both which entertainments was upon the laid Earie his own 
charges. 

In anno 1689, whoi the Scots rebellion did firft begine, he left 
the countrey, and waited od. his M^eftie, King Charies the Hrft ; for 
which, the refoells in Scotland fequeArat from him his eftate, taking 
i2 
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irom \us lervantts all the keys of his come &nd lUt gimells. Never- 
thelels, he ftayed conftantly att the King till the treatie of Padfica- 
tion, betwixt his Majdtie and the rebdla. Att the fime time, the le- 
bells did take upon them to ufe a kinde of foriaulture againft him, and 
gifted the eftate, out of their mad and dis^licall diAraSion (in the 
heat of their cruell and godlels rebellitm), to a gentleman (^the nqme 
of Elphingfton, of Ibiall account, ftyled . But it vas 

thought, it was for the reall behoofe of that arch, cruell, atid bloody 
traitor die then earie of Aigyle, created the lirft Marqinfi of Aigyie 
by King Chariea the TirA, in anno 1641. Aifter which year, the ftid 
rebells renewing their 'rebellion anno 1643, in which rebdlion, the 
laid firft marquifi of Argyle was ring-l^der, promoter, and arch- 
traitour, in canieing on of the Soots anny which was att the battle 
of York, in anno 1644 ; wher the king's army, under the condu3; of 
^idce Rupart, wad beat, and did prove the firft ftep to King Charles 
the Firft'aruin^ cruell and uQchriftum murder. 

In anno 1643, they did fyne the fitid Creorge eade of Wintone, att 
two feverall titties, in the<£>ume of id6 thou&nd liierks, which he was 
forced'to ittyt:ta''have his eflateiibqueftrat. ' 

In anno 1643, when tjie marquifi of Montrds, by King Charles the 
Firft*s ccimmiffion, was m Scotl&ndi in^ aimes againft the rebella in Scot- 
land, GeOrge lord Seton, foh to the ftad eju*le of Winton, joyned bim- 
mfe to Montra&i for his M^eftie's fervice. And attthe'fi^it at Fhillip- 
haugh, Montro& his forces being defeat, the faid Lord George Seton 
was taken pnfoner, and carried, in the winter time, to the Scots army 
in England, befiedging the town of Newarice upon Trent ; &am thence 
carried back prifoner (having a guard (^ horfe, both the times, upon baa 
own expenfes) to the then caftle of St Andrews, where he lay pri- 
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foneit in hazard of his liie. till fuch time his father payed fouity 
thouiand pounds Scots ; which foume, by the rebellious States (as 
they ftyUed themfelves, the States of ScoUand), att that dme fitting 
in parliament att St Andrews, was diftiibute among their fellow active 
rebells. 

In anno 1648, when James firft duke of Hamilton went, as general!, 
with ane rich royall army, lifted ahdfent to Ibi^and by the power of 
that loyall parliament, for the reliefe of King Chailes the Firft, then 
prifimer att Carifbairo caftle in the Ifle of Wight ; the fiiid Geoi^ 
earie of Wintone gave, in free gift, to the fiud James duke of Hamil- 
ton, for ordering his equipage for that journey, ane thou&nd pound 
Sterline. 

The &id Gecoge earle of Wintone, did conquefli two conliderable 
feu lands in Longniddrie, hereditaiilly : the ane, from Sir George Doug- 
las, in the eaft end of the faid town ; the other, from the then liurd of 
Corflerphine. As al£>, he bought, hereditarilly, the teynds of Long- 
niddiie from the then Bothwell, lord Holyioodfaoufe. He alfo bought 
the houfe and lands of Gourleton ; the halfe of EtheUlanfoord, from 
^ John Tours,' laird of Inverleith, and the other halfe thereof, from 
Sir Patrick Hepbume of Waughton : which lands he provyded to his 
eldeft fon then living of the 2d marriage, called Sir John Seton» 
created knight baronet of Scotland by King Charles the Second. 

He married, to his firft lady, Anna Hay, eldeft daughter to Fnmds 
earle of Ecroll, by whom he had five Ibns and three daughters ; of 
which, three fons and one dau^ter dyed young. His eldeft ion, 
Lwd Ge<»^ fhaU be Qioken of hereafter ; his fecond fon, Alexan- 
der, is yet hving. His elddl dau^ter, Lady Margaret Seton, dyed a 
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young woman, of 20 yean of age, unmarried, in anno 163? ; the fe- 
cond dau^ter, Lady £li2dbeth, married to ^^^Ifiam earle of Maiifhall, 
with whom, att her marriage, in anno 1637, he gave him in portion 
fourty thousand pound Scots. The &id earle of Mariihall had feve- 
rall fons, who dyed all young : Ihe herfelf dyed after {he was brou^t 
to bed of her youngeft daughter ; ihe dyed of 38 years of age, in 
amio 1650. llie iaid earle of Marifludl had, by her, four daughters : 
the eldell, Lady Maiy, was married to the lord [oQ Hc^ittm^ to 
whom flie had a Ion and a daughter ; her Ion, Sir William Hope, yet 
living, llie faid lady Marie married, to her 2d hufband, Biackbairony, 
to whom Ihe had feverall fons, yet living : fhe dyed young. His fecond 
daughter, Lady Elizabeth, was married to the vifcount of Arbutbnbt, by 
whom flie had only ane fon, who married the daughter of the earle of 
Sutherland now living, — their Sd daughter married the baron of Lees, 
Burnet, in the Malmes. The third daughter, Lady {|Ilabell3* married, 
in England, to Sir Edward Turner, a gentleman of five thoufimd pound 
Steriing a year, whofe &ther was long Speaker of the low houfe of 
I^riiament in England. The fourth daughter married the lord Bamffe, 
both yet living, to whome fhe hath tuo fons alive, and tuo dau^tere. 

The laid George earle of "N^ntone married, to his fecond wife, Lady 
Elizabeth Maxwell, only daughter to the lord Herres, by whom he 
had fix fons : Chriftopher and Robert, who dyed young ; another 
Chriflopher, and William, two hopefiill young gentlemen— Chriftc^rfier 
was a great fchoUar, — ^who both going to their travells abroad, were 
caH away att sea, upon the coafts of HoUuid, in anno 1648 ; his fift 
fon, Sir John, of whom fhall be fpoken of hereafter ; the '6th fon, 
Robert, knight baronet of Scotland, ane hopefhll young gentlenian, 
and a good fchollar, dyed young, in anno 1671^ buried in the col- 
ledge kirk of Seton. By this marriage, he had al£) fix daughters : 
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Lady Ann, who dyed young ; Lady Sophia, who dyed young ; Lady 
Ifobell, who married Fnuicis lord Sempill-^the laid Lord dyed young, 
without fucceffion, and his kdy would never marry lince,— yet liv- 
iog ; Lady Ann, married the earle of Terquair, a hopefiill young man, 
by whom flie had three fons : James, who dyed a young man ; 
Charles, att this prefent earle of Tarquaire, a hopejull. young man, well 
travelled abroad, Roman cathoUck ; his third Ton, John, dyed young. 
Her only daughter. Lady Elizabeth Stewart, a brave hc^efiill young 
lady, dyed of SO years of age. The &id Lady Anna, counted of 
Tarquaiie, would never many aft^ her hufband's death. Ilie iald 
Creorge 'earle of Wintou's fiAh daughter, Lady Jean, died unmarried j 
his 6th daughter, Lady Maiy Setcm, married to the earle of Camwath, 
by whom fhe had one fon, who died young, and one daughter, Lady 
Elizabeth, yet liveing. Hie faid counted of Camwath is yet liveing. 

This fiid Geoi^ earle of Wintone, in anno 1650, when King 
Charles the Second came to Scotland, from his Majeftie coming to 
Leith, wher the Scots army then lay, he waited conilantly upon his 
Majeftie ; and afler that the Scots army was routed at Dumbar, went 
over with his Majeftie to Dumfeimeline, and did attend ccmftantly upon 
him ther, and att St Johnfloun, till the month of November, 1650, 
being in great eftfiem and favour with his Majeftie. He had his per- 
miffion to goe to his own houfe in Eaft Lothian (in which houfe and 
lands^ many of the F.tigiifli army and oflScers did quarter themlblves, 
to his lo& of that year's rent), the better to pr^ure himfelfe, to have 
the honour to be prefent att his Majeilie*s coronation, which was fo. 
lenmized in Scoon the 1ft of January, 1651. He fell fick in the 
b^limung of December, and dyed the 17th day thereof, anno 1650, 
of his age 63 ; and was buried in his buriall place of Seton. 
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OF GEORGE LORD SETON. 

This Creorge lord Seton, eldeft foo to Geoi;ge the third earie of 
Winton, married Lady Hendrieta Gordon, daughter to the marquifi 
of Huntley, by whom he had only four fons : Gewge ; Alexander, 
who dyed a young man ; Chriftopher, yet alive ; Frauds, yrho dyed a 
child of tuo years old. 

This Geoi^ lord Seton being with the marquils of Montn^ att 
the fight of Philliphaugh, was taken prifoner, as is fully related in the 
preceeding Life of his father. He dyed att Seton, in June, 1648, two 
years before his &ther; of his agCt 35: interred in his buriall place att 
Seton. And he was fined in a confiderable fbum for being with 
Montrofs. Fide Aft 7. P. 3. Sefe. 6. anno I647, conjoyned with 
Aae. anno [16] 46. 



OF SIR ALEXANDER SETON, 

SECOND SON TO OBOROE THE THIRD EARLE OF WIKTON, 
SOW VISCOUNT OP KINGSTON. 

This Sir Alexander Seton is of the faid George earle of Winton his 
firfl marriage, with Lady Anna Hay, daughter to Francis earle of 
Errdl. 

This Sir Alexander Seton, in anno 1633, when King Qiarles the 
Krft came to Seton, being then not 13 years of age, he wellcomed 
the King* with ane Latine oration, att the iron gate of Seton ; wher 
his MajefUe fatt in state, all the EngliJh nobility fitting round about 
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him. ThefiudSir Alexanc^ being attended with his fchoolmafter, 
with a pedagogue, and other four Mailers of Art ; all grave learned 
men, clad in fyhe bhick cloatb, and cloaks lined through with pan 
velvet } the ground being covered a great way from the throne with 
carpet : Wher, after due reverence thrice made to his Majeftie by 
the &id Sir Alexander and his matters, the &id Sir Alexander 
did ddivCT his or&tione boldly, with a gefture fuitable to the pur- 
poCe, for which he had the applaufe of his M^eilie, and all pre- 
sent ; and, before he rofe &om his knees, his Majeftie did him the ho- 
nour to knight him, and Sud to him, ** Now, Sir Alexander, fee this 
doe not Qioill your fehooU ; by appearance, you will be a fchollar.^ 
Tlie ftid Sif Alexander boldly anfwered, " No, pleafe your Majeftie, 
it ftall not" Immediately after the King went from Scotland, the 
fud Sir Alexander returned to fchooll, and ftudied humanily three 
years thereaft^-, with more alacrity and affiduity than formerly, by 
reafon of hia promife to the King. 

In, anno 1636, the &id Sir Alexander was fent to France by his fa- 
ther } and he, not acquainting his &ther, immediately went to the 
coUedge (tf La Flefh, of the Jefuits, wher he ftudied two yean his 
philofc^faie ; defended hia thefifi pufolickly in the fitid colledge from 
lb to halfe IS in the forenoon, and two tiU half four in the 
afternoon, he, and another fyne gentleman of quahty, having a 
throne layed with carpets, erected for th^n, in the fchool, with a 
cover c^ crimlbn taffity above their heads, and courtanes drawen about 
Ihem. Which thefifs were printed in whyte fatine, with the full armes 
of the Houfe of Seton, with ane oration dedicatoiy on the head of 
them ; he fent them home to my Jjordf his father, being dedicat to him. 

After which, he went to Italy, wher he ftayed a year ; imbarqued 
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att L^home, in a gieat EnghSh veflel, and landed att Alicant, in the 
kingdome of Vallantia, in Spwne, and went to the court at Madrid, 
wher he ftayed feven months. From Spaine, he imbarqued at St Se- 
baftian, and landed att Rotchell, in France, in June therafter, having 
been fix dayes att fea ; then travelled, all that fununer, through tfae 
molt p^rt of IVance. Came home by the Court of En^and, in anno 
lt>40 ; from which, King Charles the Firlt (having 'imprif<med in the 
Tower the lord Lowdon, and the other Scots commiflBonerB in the 
fliiiriffes of London their houfes, who was fent from the rebdUous pre- 
tended Eflates of Scotland to the King) fent the laid Sir Alexander 
with letters to the marquifi of Huntley, earle of Nid^aill, his own 
&ther, and others his loyall fut^efts, to be careiuU of themielves, leaft 
they Ihould be in danger, for impriibning the &ids rebellious com- 
mifiSoners ; ordering the fecretary, ^ Hendry Vain, to give him 
ane ample poft-warrand, with an order to Sir Thomas Eafle, then 
govemour of Berwick, to prefi a fliip or bark for him for Scotland, 
if fo he deiired -, which order was written by the Sein^tary his own 
hand. 

In anno 1643, being troubled in Scotland to fubfcr3rve the Scots 
rebellious Covenant, to evite the fkmyn, was nece£Stat to go to 
Holland : having, for that caufe, been from his Other's houfe, and in 
Holland, 8 months, thinking in that time the rebellious iury would 
be abated againft him ; yet, att his retume, they continued their 
perfecution, in urging his fubfbription to the rebellious Covenant : The 
which he abf<jutely reftifing, they, by the ordet of the reb^ous 
Church AfTembly, did, in Tranent church, the October ther- 
after, by the mouth of Mr Robert Ballcanquaill, minifter therof, 
at ane time, excommimicat the laid Sir Alexander,— the Countefi of 
Winton, his mother in law,-~the Lady Settm, his filter in law. 
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'■ After which, the fiud Sir Alexander was forced to flee, and goe to 
France, by iea, in the winter time, who was twife in hazard of being 
caft away in that voyage, not daring to goe through England, for the 
Scots rebellious army lying all over the north of England, he was 
forced to go to France. And in France, after Charles the Se- 
cond, then Prince of Wales, came there, did conltaatly attend him 
till the letter ead of the year 1647* When, upon ane occaQon, 
he went to L(md<», from whence he fliortly received [^ordersj to re- 
turae to France } bought ther three gallant horfea, refohing to pre- 
fent them to the Prince of Wales. In the time of his ftay in England, 
was frequently with King Charles the IMl, at Hamptoun Court. 
The King, thinking himfelfe not fecure, was advyied to efcape out of 
their hands, incognito, to the Ifle of Weight ; to the which place the 
fud Six Alexander was the firil that went to him, refolving to receave 
his conunanda for his Queen and the Prince of Wales, before his re< 
tume to France, as the King had ordered him four dayes before he 
went to the Ifle of Weight. From thence, his Majeftie did fend him 
with letters to his Queen and the Prince of Wales, to France. By 
fortune, there was, in the time, a Scots vefl*el, the mafter being of Ms 
acquaintance, bound for fVanee. His Majeftie, for his and the ihip's 
fecurity, did give him a writt, fuperfcrived by himfelf, wherin he owns 
him as his fervantt fent in that {hip by his order for France, defiring 
noe Dunkirker, nor any other, to molleft him, the laid fhip, or his 
(hip goods. The which wiyte, written in French, he has ftiU. Re- 
ceaving his majeftie'a letters, with a fecret verbaU commiOion to the 
Queen, commanding him particularly as a fecret to reveal it to none 
but the Queen herfelfe ; which was. That he was aftured, in the be- 
ginnii^ of the next fummer, 1648, there would be ane confiderable 
Scots army for bia reliefe in England. This he did not writt, only 
fhew in his letter I had fiunething to imparte to her, which he 
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would not wiitt. Whidi after her Maj^e had read, [&e3 caUed 
for him, beii^ in her bed-chamber, defiling to know what he had 
to impairt ; which I did. She fiud, ** I wiih it may be fo." This 
oommilSpn he never revealed dunng the King's life. After he had 
receavdd - the King's command,' as iaid is, he waa the third day 
att St Germ^na, ^er the Queen and Prince were, wherfae ilayed 
two days j and after the receipt of their letters, delivered tfaem to the 
King ia the iae<^ Weight the IStfa day thereafter, being the 20th day 
of December, the iaid yeax. 

The iaid ^ Alexander, laying to heart the commiffion his MajeAie 
gave him to the Queen, chainged his resolution for fVance ; came to 
Scotland with his horfes, refolving to' ingadge in that Scots anny, 
when levied^ for the King's retiefe i and was aoe leutenant coUonell 
of horfe in that unfortunat army. 

In anno 1650, when King Charla the Second came to Scotland, 
he conftandy attended him ; and, in anno IQSI, the fifth day after 
his Majefiie's coronation att Sooon, he was gracioufly plealed to grant 
to the fitid Sai Alexander, for his loyallt^, pains-taking,. and fervices 
doHC to his Majdlie's fiither, of blefled memory, and himfelfe, a pa- 
ieait wiih the tkle o£ honour of Vifcount, being the firft title of ho- 
nour he gave to any, ,aft£r his coronation, not having made a knin^ 
before that tim& 

His Majeftie being infiumed that his fitthet had left him Tut<Hr td*- 
tamentar to his grandchUd, this earle of Winttme, now hving } for the 
love ami reQ>ed his Majeftie ^acioufly carried to the memory <^ the 
laid Earle, and well miderftanding of his houfe, commanded him 
to look to and be careinll of all a&iis of that ftmily, whidi I 
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did feithfuUy perftNrme five full yean, to my great trouble aad 
expence. 

The fiud Wcount of Kingfton* in anno 1666, witli the earle of 
Wintone, now living, had the command of the fhire of Ball Lothian, 
and was at the fight of Fentluid hills, in the king's army, under the 
command <rf Generall Dallyell ; wher the army of the Weft coun< 
trey reJbeDs was defeat In anno I678, he was with his maj^e'a mi- 
litia troop in the Weft countrey, upon his own expenoe, with the 
king's forces — ^to (tap any riiing of the Weft countrey rebells— under 
the command of tjie earle of Linlithgow, then m^or generall of his 
majeflie'B forces therein. Aimo 1679) was ordered by Ms majeftie's 
counfell to have the command of the fiiire of Eaft Lothian— againft 
the anny of Weft countrey rebells— under the command of the Duke 
of Monmouth, generall of 14000 men of his majeftie's forces, att 
Bothwell bridge, upon his own proper charges ; where the rebell 
army was totally defeat The £ud Wcount Kingfton had the com- 
mand of the militia troup of Eaft Lothian 14 years. 

The ^d % Alexander married, to his firft wife, Mrs Jean fletcher, 
daughter to Sir George Hetcher, gentleman o£ the privy dumber in 
ordioary to King Charles the flrft;, and hi good efteon with faim, who 
was niece to the lord Inneipeafer, fenator of fiie colledge of juftice ; 
by whom he had only one daughter,^was married to the lord Mor- 
dingtone. 

To his fecond wife, he had Elizabedi Douglas, daughter of Sir 
Archibald Douglas of Whittingame, by whom he had feven Cons and 
three daughters : the eldeft:, Charles, dyed a young man ; George, 
aifter he had been fbme years a captain cf Douglas* r^pmrait, in 
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France, dyed a young man ; Alexander, a great fchoUar, dyed a 
young man ; Archibald, yet living ; John, dyed of nine years old ; 
James, att prefmt in England, enfigne in a Scots regiment, under the 
command of Collonell Buchan. His eldeft dau^iter, libbell, of that 
marriage dyed of eighteen years of age ; Baii>ani of fixteen yews 
of age; Elizabeth yet living. 

The find A^fcount married to tus third wife, EUzabetii Hamilton, 
daughter to the firft lord Belhaven, by whom no children. 

To his fourth wife, he manied Lady Margaret Dou^as, fifter to the 
marquiis of Dou^as, and fifter to the earie q£ For&r. Hie laid Vif- 
count of Kingfton and hia Lady, Lady Margaret Douglasi are att 
prefent living. 



OF SIR JOHN SETON, KNIGHT BARONET, 

OF GARLETOUK. 

This %r John Seton was the fourth ibn of GcOTge the third earle 
of Winton, of the fecond marriage, with Elizabeth Maxwell, dau^tter 
to the lord Herries ; who got the lands of Garletoun and Ethanftan- 
foord, which his lather did acquire. This Ethanftanfoord, fo called 
from the Engliih and &xon king Ethanftanus, at which the king of 
Scotland did overcome in battle the laid Ethanftanus : Near to winch 
place, as our Scots ftory reliuts, the St Andrew's Cnxis did appear to 
the Scots king and his army, which was thens called the place of Mi- 
racle, now, vulgo and corrupt, Martle. 

The MA Sir John Seton married Chriftian Home, daughter to Sir 
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Jdm Home of RentoD, whofe lady was Mai^aret Stewart, daughter to 
Sir John Stewart, prior of Coldinghame, fecond ffm to Francis Stewart 
laft eadie of Bothwell ; who was fon to the lord prior of Coldinghame ; 
who was natural! ion to King James the Hfth. This 1^ John Seton 
had by his lady fix fons, Creorge, John, Robert, Alexander, Chrifto- 
jrfier, and Charles, which two lafi. dyed young; [and^ four daughters : 
Margaret, who, after four years bred in a Nunrie in Paris, dyed in 
France a young woman ; Chriffian, yet liveing ; Elizabeth and Ifi^ell 
dyed yoimg. 

This iaid Sir Jobn was a rertuous man ; much given to poUcie ; 
ane improver of his fortune. He died in anno 1686, of his age 47 
years. He was buried at Etliaaftanfoord church. 

OF SIR GEORGE SETON. KNIGHT BARONET, 

OF OABLETOUN. 

This Sir George, eldeft fon to the iaid Sir John Seton of Garle- 
tCHui, went young abroad ; he is well travelled in Flanders. France, 
Italy, Germany, Bohemia, and Ikigland. He married Wauchc^, 

daughter to the laird of Niddrie-Wauch(^, ndio is at prefent Uveiog. 



OF GEORGE THE ELEVENTH LORD SETON, 

AND SEVENTH LOBD OF THE NAME OF GEOBOS, AND THE 
POUBTH BABLE OP WIKTON, NOW LIVING. 

This George earie of '\^bni fiicceeded to his grand&tfaer, Geoi^ 
earle of ^V^nton, when he was abroad in his tnvells in France, 
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a young hud. He was in the king of France his axmy at the 
fiedge of Bizantium, in the county of Burgundy. After he came 
home by England, his Miyeftie made him a privy counfellour, and 
gave him a commiffion to conunand the raiment of foot in Eaft 
Lothian. 

In anno 1666, he was ordered to command the fhyre of Eaft Lo- 
'thian — to goe againft the rebeUs att Pcintland hiUs-Hinder the com- 
mand of Generall Dallyell i where they were defeat. 

In anno 1679> he went witii his r^imentt upon his own chaises, 
with all his vaflaUs in noble equipage in his mi^Mftie's anny of 14>000 
men, commanded by the duke of Mcmmouth, generall tbereoi^ to Both- 
well bridge, agaiuil the army of the Weft country rebells ; att which 
place, the &id rebells were totally defeat Afier he came h«»De to his 
faoufe att Seton, gave ane fplendid royall treat to the duke of Mon- 
mouth, generall, and all his officers, Scots and Knglifh j who was na- 
turall Ibn to King Charles the Seccmd, with whom he was in great 
favour att that time ; whofe wife is dutches of Belclen^ mow liviqg, 
coufigne german, l^ the mother fide, to this Earle his ftther. 

Att the death of the duke of LauderdaiU, fhirrife of Eafl Lothian, 
his Majefty was pleafed to beftow that place upon the faid earle of 
WintMi. 

In anno 1685, he was with his regiment, upon his own expenfe, 
with his vafblls, iu the Weil countrey, in the expedition againft the 
rebellion of the lafl earle of Argyle : was with the king's army under 
the command of the earle of Dumbarton, generall. After wb<^e 
defeat the &id eaile c^ Argyle was given in cuftody and keeping to 
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the earle of Winton, who lent him prifoner to the ca&le of Edin- 
burgh. 

The Gone year, 1685, the duke of Queenlbeny being commiflioner 
to iim King James the Seventh for his parliament in Scotland, did, by 
his majeftie's commiflloun. ferve the laid commiffioner, as great mafter- 
houihold of his majeftie's familie in Scotland. Which place his prede- 
ceflbrs had : Lord John, in King James the firft's dme ; as idfo Lord 
George, the lifth of that name, had during all the time of Queen Ma- 
rie's reigne. Which office of great mafter-houQiold, by reafon of the 
faid Lord Geoige the fifth his great troubles for Queen Marie, sod 
long banilhment for his loyall fervice to her, was, in the interim, till 
King James the Seventh, exercifed by the earles of Argyle. 

This Earle of Wintoun has built a new harbour be eaft Cockannie, 
called, for dillin^Hon of the weft harbour, Fort-Seton. 

This George earle of WintiMi married Lady Mary Montgomery, 
daughter to Heugh earle of Gj^ingtone, and eldeft filler dtmghter of 
the earle cf Rothes, lord high chancellour of Scotland, by whom 
he had only one daughter. Lady Mary Seton, who dyed a child of 
three years of age. The faid George earie of \^ton ia now living in 
this prefent year of God, 1687 years. 



END OF THE CONTINUATION. 
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Phillip Seytoun — P. 17. — The two charters granted by William the First 
to this Philip and his successor, Alexander, ere both printed in Dr M'Kenzie's 
lives of Scottish Writers. And it is fortunate that these ancient documents, so 
matoial to the early history of the fiimily of Seton, have likewise been transcribed 
by the author of the Dij^omata Sa^ue, and that the transcripts are still pre- 
served, being now in the possession of Mr Dillon, one of the members of the 
Maitland Club. To these Mr Anderson has affixed the following Note: — 

" S^t 34, ITOl, 1 copied these two charters from the originals at Seton, by 
the noble courtesy of the Earl of Winton." 

The charter to Philip, given above, has been collated with the former of 
these transcripts — the latter, to Alexander, is inserted below. 

Lord Kingston adds, that Philip " married Helen, daughter to the earle of 
Marche." 

Alexandeb Sbttoun, first of that name — Ibid.— The following is the copy of 
the charter be obtained from King William, above alluded to : — 

Willielmus Dei gratia rex Scotorum episcopis, abbatibuSf comitibns, baroni- 
bus, justiciariis, vicecomitibus, prepositis, ministrb, et' omnibus probis hominibus 
teme sue, clericis et laicis, salutem. Sciatis presentes et futuri me concessisse, 
et hac carta mea confirmasse, Alexandra, filio Philipi de Setune, terram qnee 
fiiit Philipi, patris sui, scilicet, Setune et Wintune et Wincelburg, tenendam 
sibi et baeredibus suis de me et bseredibus meis in feodo et hiereditate ; in boscho 
et piano, in terris et aquis, in pratis et pascuis, in moris et maresiis, in stagnis 
et molendinis, per rectas universas preedictarum terrarum, et cum omnibus aliis 
ad pnefatas terras juste pertinentibus ; cum socca et sacca, cum Tol et Them, 
et inbngan tbef, cum furca et fossa : libeie et quiete, plenarie et honoiifice, per 
servitium unius militia, sicut carta mea patri suo, inde facta testatur. Testibus, 
Hngone cancellario met^ . Willielmo de Morvill constabulario, Roberto de 
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Quiacy, Alano filio Walteri dapUero, Philippo [Valoioes ?] camerano, Hen- 
rico de Quincyj Willielmo de Haia, Johanne de Hasting, Roberto de Bericely, 
Davide de Haia, Willielmo Flandrense, Herberto Marescatlo. Apud For&r, 
xTj Jnnij. 

He '* married Jean, daughter to ^yalter Barclay, chamberlain to King Wil- 
liam." — Addition by Lord Kingston. 

Babtine Sextoun — P. 16. — This is probably a corruption of the name Bar- 
tholomew — in Xiord Kingston's transcript it is written * Bartime.' Nothing cor- 
roborative of bis existence seems to have been discovered. According to the 
. above authoriQr, fae " married Margaret, daughter to William Cummin, great 
justice" of Scotland. 

Adahe Settoun — Ibid. — It would seem to be doubtAil, however, whether this 
Adame's name was not Alexander. Yet Sir Robert StUuld quotes a charter by 
the Earl of Winchester to Adame de Seton, anno 1246, " De maritagio heredis 
Alwi de Fauside."— ffiri. of Fife, p. S69. 

' Alexander de Seton is a witness to a confinnatioa of the charter of the faai^h iS 
Glasgow by Alexander IL Nov. 22,1225,— "Deo 8e SanctoKentigehio, etWal- 
tero episcopo Glaagueosi, et singulis episcopis, eius enccesscnibiis ut biu;gam, 
habesnt ipud Glasgue ; cam foro die Jouis," &c. " Scut carta domini re^s 
Willielmi, patris nostri, inde facta Jocelinc^ ^(fflfiam episcopo Glasgacnsi, testa* 
tur. Testibus Waltero Olifard justiciario Laudon.^ Henrico de BayQiol 'ca- 
merario, Johanne de Makeswell vicecom. de Rokesbur^ Henrico Marescdli^ 
Alex, de Seton, Rob. de Sancto Claro, Willo. de Hertesheued vicecom. de 
Lanarc.

CasisTELi. Settour> the third of that name — P. 19.— Modern gotealo- 
gists, with great probabili^, seem to bold the several notices of all die three 
Christalls moitiaaed here as relatbg to one and the same indindaal, namtly, 
that Sir Christopher Setw who lent ao early and efficient aid to the foiinder 
of the latter Scottish dynasty in his ardnous enterprise to possess'bimselfof the 
deaolated thn»ie. "f hoogh doubtless unaUe wholly to rgect the (abuloua incrus- 
tations of the fiuoily annals, it must nevertheless be. allowed that otd'.sjithtir has 
shows little inclination to countenance the improbable muk^lici^ of rcpreaeb- 
tativei which crowd the. early part of the pedigree of the House of Seton, or to 
complete his labours by recording the details of their imaginary bit^raphy — ^many 
of whidi we see. were still avulable at the disUnce.of more than a century after

his time. For, fronl anch aatbarityr itis stated by tbe noble CoDtinaator, that 
the first Cbristell Seton " married Mauld Percte, daughter to Ingrabame 
Percie"— 4be second, " Agnes, daughter to Patrick Earle of Marche." Of the 
marriage of tbe undoubted Sir Christopher there could indeed be no uncer- 
tainly. 

For the sulgoined particulars regarding Christell's Cbapel at Dumfries the 
reader is indebted to the courtesy of Mr Kirkpatrick Sharpe, as well as for other 
interesting notices which fitUow here : — 

" The roaains of this chapel were overthrown in tbe year 1715, to defend 
Damfriea from the CheTalier*s army — vide Rae's History of the Rebellion. 
Many of the stones, but all without ornament^ are still tobe discerned in the 
neighbouring dyket. The nte of the cbapel was used, for many years, as a place 
of intermeat for criminals hanged at Dumfiries." 

ALSXANnsR Settodn, theferd of that name — P, 2T. — A like uncertainty appears 
to exist in the history of the three immediate successors of Sir Christopher as 
himself; and die importance of the error seemed sufficient t6 induce the cihi- 
nent Lord Hailes to write a dissertation expressly oh the suL^ect — concluding 
that the notices. of all the three refer to " one and tbe same person, tbe son 
of Sir ChristoplMT Seton and Christian Bruce." But it is not undoubted that 
Alexander who succeeded to Sir Christopher was his Km. The allusion to the 
marriage of but one of tbe Alexanders in the statement of Sir Richard MnitlAnd, 
it will be perceived, so far ^voiirs the hypothesis of Lord Hailes. 

Lord Kingston only adds that the first Alexander " married Isobell, daugh- 
ter to Duncan Earle of Fyfie," — leaving the marriage of the third unaccounted 
for. 

Dr M'Kenzie alludes to a charter by Robert I. in the 18th year of his reign, 
in &vbur of ^ Alexander Seton, successor to Sir Chrisuqiber, granting to the 
■* Town of Seatoa the liberty of having a weekly market every Lord's day 
afier Mass," which would seem very clearly to illustrate the origin of these 
institutions. The merchants exposed their wares in booths by the church, 
if not occauonally under the roof itself ; and the exactions on the sales of com- 
modities belonged to tlie clergy, whose presence, and the sanctity of tbe* place, 
would no doabt tend to the preservation of order and decorum. Tbe almost 
invariable disposition of parochial churches, not in tbe centre^' but close by 
tbe northern Iwundaries of their enclosures, has protubly originated with a 
view to tbe better accommodation of those assembled on such occasions, and 
that the building might affiird them its protection fi'om tbe diOly Masts of a ri- 
gorous clitnate. Instances of the people's adherence to the ancient locality of 
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their commercial intercoune existed even in the present centoryt if indeed it be 

yet whoUy discontinued. 

Seytoun Of Fabbboth — P. 24. — PBrbroth spears to be situated oa the nrath 
ude of the shire of Fife ; the house was ruinous, and the estate had been alien- 
ated from the Setons at the beginning of the Ust century. — Hitt. i^fF^ 409. 

Mr Dpvid Seytoiu, of this fiunily, who figures so interestiiigly in the 
presence of the knightly leader of Flowdon field, occurs, indeed something re- 
markably, in cfHnpany with bis two <^ponents, in attesting an Instrument of 
resignation, April 14, 1497—" Terrarum de le Scrog^ys Qacentinm infra 
vicecomitatum de Feblis] ad altare Sanctorum Stqdianj et I<aiirent^ martyr- 
urn, in ecclesia metropoUtana Olasguensi. Acta erant heec in hospitio prae&u 
reverendissimi patris, infra oppidum de Edinburgh. . . . pmsentibus ibidem. 
. . . viris magistris David Cunynghame prsposito de Hamiltonn, David Se- 
toun rectore de Fethucarne, Riccardo Lauson, Jacobo Henrison clericis. . , . 
testibus ad pnemissa. . . ." — Cart. Glasg. 

Mr James Henderson of Fordel, the person alluded to here, was Lord Advo- 
cate, and also Justice-Clerk, U94,—I5(yj.~-Hia. of Fife, 262. But the ' proces' 
mentioned above probably occurred before the year 1505. — See Bal. Jn. I. 287. 
— Lawson seems to have been ancestor of the Lawsons of Caimmuir. 

David Seton of Farbroth was Comptroller of the ScotUsh revenue 1589—1595. 
—Hitt. of Fife, 262. 

Sevtoun of Lauthbvsk — p. 25.—Lathrisk is likewise in Fi&^ near the Edeo, and 
is thus noticed by Balfour : — " In the village of Kettle is the parish church, for-. 
merly seated at Lathrisk, belonging to the priory of St Andrews. West of this 
is Lathrisk, an old house with gardens and enclosures, the seat of Mr Patrick 
Seaton, a cadet of the Earl of W inton ; a predecessor of his got these lands by 
marrying the heiress, of the same name with the lands, — Lathrisk." 

Loan Williams — P. 27. — The family of Herdmanston, a daughter of whicli 
this Lord married, appears to have succeeded to the peerage of Sinclair in the mid- 
dle of the seventeenth century. About which time, the latter family seem to 
have been connected with the city of Glasgow : — " Dame Margaret Cockbume, 
I.adie Sinckelair, w' in the bur' of Glasgow y' tyme of her deceis, deceissit 
on y* last day of Junij 1637 yeiris." She nomiostes, &c. Henrie Siacke- 
liur her Uwfiil son only executor, &c — Probate of her Will, OcL 3, .1657. 
Com. qf Qlas. '* Etisoun Cobroune Ladle Smklar" appears October, I68S. — . 
Rid. But this is certainly an error in the name of the same person. 
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The prastis cfaalmeris now in Seytoan — P. 29. — " These chambers are said to 
have been near the garden wall, on the north side : some remains of buildings 
an still to be seen, but apparently not so ancient as the 'chalmeris* mentioned 
here.— Cim. by Mr K. Sharps. 

Housis o* HoNTLiE, 8tc. — Ibid. — To these Lord Kingston adds this notice of 
the fiunily of Satherland ; — 

" OF THE EABLES OF SUTHERLAND. 



The Earledome of Sutherland* because Sulyeing of heirs moill, the second bro- 
titer of the earle of Huntley married the heretrix of Sutherland^^f whom this 
Earle df Sutherland, now living, is descended, being the fifth Earl from that man 
who married tite heretrix, — ^who did gett the place of the Earles of Sutherland, 
though he retained bis own name of Gordon, which surname they keep to this 
day." 

Lord Gkoboe, the first of that name — P. S8. — Georgio domino Ceb»i is a 
witness in Carta Jacobi S" regis de eivitate, boronia, et regalitate de Glasgow, 
A. D. 1478.— Cart. Oiaag. 

Lord Georoe the second of that name — P. 34. — « George, 2^ of that name, 1'^ 
Lord Setotm, son of George the master of Setoun, succeeded his grand&ther 
in the lordship of Setoun. As he was in his voiage to France, he was taken 
by the Dunkirkers, and spoiled of his goods ; for the which, to be revainged, he 
caused oatrick a great ship, which was called the Eagle, upon his own ex- 
pencess, — of a considerable burden, as appears by the streamers and flags, which 
are yet to be seen in the house of Setoun. They ore of rid silk : on the flage 
are the armes of Setoun, and on the other sid a Circle interlassed with a Tri- 
angle, in Gold, with this word, indissolubilb ; the streamers are also of ride 
silk, sem^ of Crescests of Gold, with a Hand issueing out of a clotid brandishing 
a sword, with these words, hazaro yit roBDWABo; and below that a Dragon, 
Vert, spouting out fire behind and before. He keept this ship at sea against the 
Dnnkirken for severall years. He married Margaret Campbell, eldest daugh- 
ter to Collin Earle of Ai^lL"— Nisbbt's Gen. Col. MSL Ad. Lib. 

This Lord George tuk the armes of Bucbane, &c.— P. SS.— The fomily of Se- 
ton's assuming the arms of Buchan is Uius alluded to in an introductory sketch 
to a history of the Cnmings of Emsyde, written in 1689— jwws Dc W. Ctunin, 
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Glasgow ;— and though mtstaking the motive of mch assamptioiv tbe ttatemtnt 
is yet curious, and corroboratiTe of the ikct : — 

** Bdng also requisitt to vodentand y* reasone wlty y* Lqrd Seattounc, now 
£ : of Wititone, wearetli y* six Bear sheawes — thrie in everJe cros of hia ba^e 
I Imng in tbe palace of Seattoune, j^miltiar w' my old Lord, demandat at his 
Lo: for what cause tbe Hous of SeattouDe wearey* Cumings' anaea in y" msner? 
My Lord answered me, y' his predicessors gatt the lands and lordediip of Troop, 
in Buchan, Ira y* Earle of Bnchane, Cuming; Soe, as ane tockin of perpetuall 
band of freindship, y* Lo : Seattoune, att y' time, ^ioyned y* six SfaeRwei to his 
own amies, q'^ remunes w' y' Hoos, as memorie of anld kyndnes, and not y* y* 
lands wes gevio be slliena'ne to tack any pain of y* Cnmings* armea : and soe, 
if auld lore St kyndnes should be reelected, it ia mat great motixe nd bcoaskne 
to pro&s a good will and frindship td ramaine betwixt the said Sumames.y 

LoBD GsoRQE, tbe ferd of that name— P. 41 — Tbe Logans of Restalri^ one 
of whom married a daa^ter of this Lord Seton, were not las iUostriona from 
their connections and andent descent than they became conspicoous by the po> 
litical intrigues and fate of an after repreaentauve. Of that strange historical 
enigma, tbe Gowrie conspiracy, Wodrow relates the following singnlar partictir 
lus~~Life of 36- Join Malcom, Miniver at Perth, MS. Having stated the 
sentiments of English writers as to this offiiir, he adds,: — ... 

" If I may mix m any thing of my own, after so many authorities, let me add 
a verbal account of this- matter, which I have from anioU minister {my own 
worthy father — but thianoeds not be ct^ycd), upon whose part, in the relation, I 
con fully depem^ who .was at the oldiiona?, where the Earle o&Giowm was kill- 
ed, a little after the Restoratioa ; end met there with an aged grave country- 
man, who had been present on the 6 of Augnst, 1600, being tbeo one of the 
Earle's servants. He shewed my inftn-mer tbe rocmi irom qnhich the King 
knocked dowt^ and Ramsay and another came up, and bis master, the Earie^ was 
lulled. What passed above he could not tell ; but neither hr, nor ay iu die 
hous^ observed any disorder about the Earle that day: but he well minded 
that the King's coming waa a perfect surprise to them all, — aservant of the Earle 
of Oowrie'a being married that day, and the wedding dinner bdng in the Eari^ 
house. When Uie King came, the Earle most lovingly welcomed liim. Mid told 
him. He did not expect to see him that day. The King said, He was oome from 
the hunting, and would take a share of the Bride's dinner: every thing passed 
in the greatest pleasantry, till after dinner, the King desired tbe E^le to go to 
an Upper room with him, qubioh they did in the most freindly way. The old 
man told all this with tears trickluig down hb dteeks, 60 and mo years afW-, 
bong now near 90, but very firm in his health, judgment, and meowry. My 
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infimser aakad hbn, wlut ww then Mid ahoit it llie otd man answered, He 
heard it rqwrted diat the King wag jealaosc of bis master i and the oocaaon of 
jealousy, as reported to him, was this : Some time after the Earie's return iroin 
travel], be went to Court, asd the King made very mudi of him-r-his master, 
he said, was one of the faaDdsomest, lovelitst men ever he set his ey» upon. 
Some time after, the King and Queoi being togetber, he asked ber whom she 
thought to be ibe handsmnest maft she knew? The Queen refriied. His Majesty. 
Well, sud tbe King, I believe yon think so; but noxt to me, whom tbbk you 
the pnqMrest mut m Scotland ? The Queen said, Sbe saw none more band- 
some than the young Earle of Gowrfe. After that tbe King took up a jealousy. 

" My tnfbrmer said, the (4d man's relation wa« so simple and natural, and with 
so mndi offectioD, that he could not but give him oredib Upon the whc^ I 
hope the Earle's, and much mora die Queen's character, will save them from tbe 
impataUons of guilt and jealousy, quhich sometimes rises on very trifling grounds, 
and is as the rage of a man." 

Lord Kingstmi adds, — " This Lord is marked amrag the Lords of Session 
in tbe Sederunt 15 Movenber, 1544." 

Mabie SET«mH-~P. 42.— >^th tbe Letters of Lady Mwf;aret Bomet, lately 
puUished, there is printed a tetter in French, signed *■ Marie de SrtOB," 
i^ch seems pt^ularly to have been ascribed to Lady Mary Seton, •* ons of the 
foar Maries who waited up<»i Queen Marie of Scotland;" bat which the Editor 
supposes ratfaer to have been writtm by Marie Pieris, die seoimd wife of George 
foartb Lord Setmi, ber mother. Mary the daughter of Lord Seton, by tbe 
above Lady, whose name is omitted in the Peerage, was prob^y about an 
age with the Qneen, and it moat be allowed her eowieetions and drourastances 
give her tbe iairest cbum imaginable to the hoBour of one of thaae celvbrated 
Ladies. As regards the letter alluded to, the nnoertafairr of tbe writer is no donbt 
gready increased by tbe want of tbe year In whioh it was mitteoj yet it ntay be 
remarked, diat at that time it vras surely tnr from ntnal ftn ladies, of whatever 
degree, to snbscribe the names or titles frf" their fanabands. 

Lord GzoBsb, the ffft of HaX name — Pp. 48, 49. — Lord Setmi seems tbrougb- 
oat entirely to have espoosed die cause ^ the faiqiUss Mny, but coiild not, of 
course, altogether escape impatatimi. 

» The SL Fdi^uary, [IftTl], die Cecretar left his ludgeiiig erf" tbe Castedl, and 
was conveyed as a Prince, be the Lord 8eatoln^ first to tbe place of Saatoun, 
and tbairefter to Lethingtoon. And sua, tbe grittest enamie to tbe King, and to 
his audiority, yea, to God bdA his Wordj ukea the protecdoiine of him that 
wald be aene grit friend to bodL*' — BiiLaHTTKB's Joitnial, MS. 
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" "When tbe Ltml Seton* abont 1555, was Provost of Edinboif;}], diets waa 
an uproar in it, and two of the bailyiea came out to their Provoet at Seton, and 
he findii^ they were accessary to the conspiracy* he imprisoned them in tbe Pit;! 
of Seton (a place I have seen), which was a dreadful contamely ; and rode in 
presently to Edinburgh, and appeased and cboakt the c^nunotioQ." — Lobd 
FouNTAiNHAlx's MSS. Adv. Lib. BaUbur, who is more picturesquely circum- 
stantial, seems to place this in 1558. An. I. 310. 

" There is a curious picture of this liOrd and his children, abominably en- 
graved in Pinkerton. Lord SomerviUe had one, original, done on wood — Mr 
Hayof Drummelzier has another^ on canvass. I never saw Lord Somerville's, 
but Mr Hay's is extremely well painted, and very old — tboogfa such |nctures, on 
wood, are generally the most genuine. I think Mr Hay's as old as the time ; 
bnt not having seen both originalt, one camwt be positive as to priority. — Some 
account of the diqwrsion oF the pictures at Seton is given by, Grose.

Batixs Of Lanosyds — P. 66. — The sutgoined particularly from Wodbow's 
Ljfe of Robert Qiv^bell tif Kiftj/eaaclmgk, MS. possess some interest in relatitxi 
to tbe Field c^ Langside, and are still more curious as r^ards the individuals to 
whom they particularly refer. 

" A remarhUiie Pottage about Kinyeanckught the night b^ore 
the BATTAiLL OF Lahgsidb, June 13. 1568. 

" llie next thing I meet with concerning him is at the time of the battaile of 
Langside, upon qubioh indeed the fate of the Reformation in Scotland did in a 
great measure hang. Had the Queen and tbe party who gathers] to her after 
her escape, defeU the B«qgeiit and his army, inferior to them in numbers, its 
very probable Popery had again be^ re-setled in this land. At this time, and no 
wonder, the whole praying Christians in the West of Scotland, and other places, 
who knew the choak things stood in, wer giving themselves to prayer ; and many 
of them, parUcuIarly Mr Campbell, wer endued with a singular measnre of tbe 
spirit of supfdicatiou : and it was agreeablti to God's kind methods with bis people 
in their strmt^ that he should vouchsafe answers of prayer to some wlio could 
bear, and e^waally stood in need of them ; and this wad done to Kinyeancleucb. 

** I am well informed by a worthy and learned minister, whose business led 
him to have some concern in that family, and who hath seen tb^r ^eipen. That 
the fUlowing acconnt is handed down in that family to this tim^ and their pa- 
pers vouch it ; and I may. give it as that may be depended on. Mr Campbell, 
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when be heard of the Queen's escape, nnd the Regent's coming to Glugow, ctune 
in C(»npany with the Oenliemen of Air, and as many of their fbllowers as thejr 
-could bring. The good R^ent had a great value for Mr Campbell, and knew 
his courage and piety nowfor 10 years, or more. When the Queen's forces came 
from HamiltoUD, on their way to Dumbartcnt, and encamped at Langsyde hill, 
the Regent and his officers, lying at Glasgow, resolved to attack them while in 
the open country, and be&xe they reached the castle and the hills. When Kin- 
yeancteugh knew of the resolution upon the 12 of May, 1658, the day before the 
scuffle, he speat some time in Prayer, in secret, few the Lord's appearing and de* 
ciding the righteous cause, referred to him in w&rr ; and there be got such liberty, . 
and assurances of victory, &at be did not at all question the event of the battail. 
llie family of Loudoun, of quhich his family cam^ was at present represented 
by a young gentleman, not yet major; and by the caresses of his cudne, the Earl 
of Argyle, who was at this time with the Queen, and other methods, the young 
Sheriff of Air, for that was the ordinary sUle of the family, was brought to be 
upon the Quern's side. Kinyeandeugh knew this, and designed him a service, 
and the poblick alaa Accordingly, early next morning, June 13. Mr Campbell 
went into the R^^t, who soon allowed him access. Kinyeandeugh told his 
Grace, that he was come to ask what he reckoned a very great favour. He said 
'they wer now going to engage with the enemye, and he did not doubt of their 
success ; that be supp<»ed that, in that events the Regent and Council would for- 
fault the landed men who had joyned with the late Queen ; that his chiefe, the 
Sheriff of Air, a young raw youth, had been unadvisedly drawn over to that side, 
and would come to be forfaulted with the rest ; and he was come at this time, as 
the first Bpplyer, to ask a gift of his chiefe's esheat, not that be bad any covetous 
view to so good an estate, but that thereby he might get the youth, not much 
above 18 years, under his command and management; and he h(^>ed to make 
hiui a good subject to the King, and useful for his Grace and the Refbrmotiim in 
the West : for he knew he was of a good temper and excellent dispositions. Tlie 
Regent smiled, and said, ** Robert, it's soon enough to ask this," and wished 
his hope might be well founded, for the outward probability was not so great. 
My Lord, said he, I will never doubt of that; for my God, who never fbrled me, 
has said it to me ; and insisted he might grant him his request, in that event. 
The good R^;entwas sadsfyed, to be sure, to see such pai^mptoiyness in so emi- 
nent a wrestler as he knew the man to be, and said, "Well, Robert, Fie call the 
Lords and Counsellors in the other room." Quhich he did, and communicat Mr 
Campbell's desire ; in short, it was yidded, iu the supposition of a victory. The 
event showed Kinyeandeugh's poeitive hope was well founded, and he got his 
chiefe's forfanlture ^Aed to him. 
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" As eoaa as it wu exped^ he webt kom« to his boiu^ and sefit an lexpiess to 

tbe yoDDg geOtlfinum, desiring him to come to Kinyesudeugfa aboaC matters of 
the neareat eoooem to faim, asssring hitn of safety. Ha catn^ and, as I was it>- 
farmed, Mr Campbell keeped him some weeks, or mcmlhs, w>A htm, and dealt 
so with him, as he dumng^ly ootiVtnced him how &r wrong 3ie wag, and brought 
him over from ^e Queen's ride; and so iostrncted him and dealt with hin^ as 
after that he was al(rays« fiim fnmd to tfa« Reformation, to his dymg day ; and 
then he made a resignaltiiAi of Us whole lands toliim, and h^ hia interest got him 
brought to the Begenfs favour. My informer teQs mc^ that, as a small tt^hert, 
(and it was all Mr Campbell wonld take) fcr so great a &vonr to &e &Buly of 
-Loudoun, the JSherifi* disponed a mill and some Ibar acres oflandaboutittoKin- 
yeanclengh, and his heirs whatsomerer; and die disposition bore a good deal of 
what is abon^ ta the reason of it." 

Robert I^ first Earle of Wintime — P. S6.— Lord SomerriU stales, that this 
Lord Seton, whom by mistake life names Alexander, was ** One of tbe gre a taat 
builders in that age; and at tbatreiy tiine[1584]] bad the kit^s master of worke 
at Seatoun^ baUding that huge quarter aS his palaca tswarda ^aa north-east.'' — 
Mem. of lie Somervills, 1. 460. 

Seton from about diis period appears to hare been comnonly denomiBated a 
palace, which m^ have been so from &e dvcumStance of Qoerai Marie's having 
for a short time held her obort in that princely residence. Tberfe are two se- 
parate views of the rains of Seton, widi many inCereting notices, preserved in Mr 
Crrose's Antiquitiet of Scotland; and It is understood that Lord El^ is in pos- 
session of some Very beanUfid drawings of these remains, done -by bis fttfaer, the 
late Mr Clerk. 

** In 1790, the whcie wbs takeb down by the present proprietor, to make way 
for a house, now almost foiished, on a design of the late Mr Adam, in the old 
castle form."-'-S^a^. Jee. What an eicfaange ! 

Seton of BAums— P. 61.— « At tbe sane time, j^Jdly, 1685], dyed at Edin- 
burgh, the Lady Kilsjrtb, youtigef; since her 'husband's death, married to Sir 
John Seaton of Barnes : A virtuous Lady, feu^ng God'; the worthy daughter of 
her excellent mother, the Lady Pteming."— ^otd of Trocfarig's Obituary, ^md 
Life of Troekrig, MS. in Bib. Col. Ghu. 

Alexander, Earle of Dumfermeltoe— P. 68.—^** In June ^1682;] Mr Alnender 
Seaton, Earle of Dumfermling, and Chancelour of Sc o tland, <iyed. Mr Calder- 
wood sayes, he was popishly disposed in bis reli^^en; biitoondenmed numy c^the 
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abuses of th« Cburcli of Rome. He was a good Justiciar, and no great friend to 
the Biehc^ts. The Bisbup of Saint Andrews had a view to succeed faim, and dis- 
posed c£ ia& office^ as Lord of Sessim, to his eon, afterwards Sir Robert, bat was 
dig^fxMnted for some years as to bdog Cbaacelour." — Lifo ofArdtbishop Spots- 
wood, MS. in Wo. Col. Glas.— " The 16 of Jonij this zeire, 1622, betuix 6 and 
7 hoores in the morning, at Pinkie, in Lotbean, deyed Alexander Earle of Dun- 
fenneling." — Baxfouk's Annals. 

Sir William Seton, fifth son to George Lord Seton— P. 68. — This Sir Wil- 
liam Seum was designed of Kylismuir ; the fiimily appears to have failed in the 
person of lus successor. Sir William is named a " counsallour" in the Latter- 
will of '* James erle of Abercorne, etc. the t^me of his deceis, qoba deoeist w'in 
the parochin of Monnktoane, vpone the xxig day of Merch^ the yeir of God 
iaj vj° and aachtein yciris; — " 

" I ocdane," &c " -and that be the adsys and conasaU of Ales^. erle of 'Dosm' 
fiermeEn§, James marqiiBis of Hamiltouoa, W". erle of Angous, Alex', wle of 
Eglinlonnc, (Horge erle [oCl Wintoun^ Johnne vicount of Lader, Hew Lord 
of IxNidonoe, Thomas lord of Byoning and S'. W". Seytoune of Kylismnir, 
knicht, my most afiecdonat vncle, or the miaist pairt of thame onlyf for the tyme." 
— Conf. SepL.S. 1680. Com. Bec'^Glas. 

The Fairlys of Braid,3nentianed here^ seem to be quite distinct iiom tiiie more 
ancieot bmily of £airly of that'Ilk, near Largs^ in Ayrshire; and are said to be 
derived fEoma-natoial son of one of the Stewart kings. Robert Fairiy of Braid, 
pndnbly iather of the above individual, will be remembered hy his friendship to 
John KnoKlongaf^ the period to which any family pretensions whatever could 
have transmitted liid iiame. 

Sin Alezakosx Setoh, Earle of %Ungtone — P. 69. — From Sir Alexander 
Seton iiave been derived the noble fimiily of Eglintan to the pressnttime. In 
Balfour's Annals his snaseasioa seems mistakingly placed in the year 1607, The 
bonoors, however, appear not to have followed the destination of (he estate, and 
ffom which, it is obvious, has arisen much vexatious impediment to Sir Alexan- 
der. The 'Unwearied Wodrow, who well merits all the encomiums paid hitn by 
Mr Fos, liaa picked up some letters of Bishop S^otswood's, who was much in- 
teresled 'in .the matter, which .a^rd many carious particulars, not only as re- 
giutds the easldom of I^linton, but as reflecting light on the ways of that pro- 
vident .preUte himself and the tottuana.pcdicy of ius times. — Li/i qfSpot. MS. ut 
supra. The following extracts however are confined exclusively to the family of 
Eglinton. The first is from a pretty Jong btt^, relating chiefly to the recovery 
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of certain heritable jurisdictions to the Crown; and is thus pre&ced:^<* In 
the Collection of Ecclesiastical Papers in the AdrocatB* Library, I find the fi^ 
lowing letter from the A. Bishop dated Edinburgh, July 14i. this year ^1614]. 
The person to whom it's wtitt is omitted in my transcript <^ it ; but I suppose 
it's to Mr Murray of the Bed-chamber," &c. 

" I have spoken with the ChanceUour> * and his nephew, Sir Alexander Seaton. 
The Chancellour sayes, that m his life, never any thing troubled him more thso 
his Majesty's offence at that business of Eglintoun; and that both he and Sir 
Alexander, with many words and oaths, protest, that they are so &r from stand- 
ing in termes with his Majesty, that, to g^ve his Highness contentment, they will 
not fear to submitt their lives, honours, land and all Only, Sir Alexander being 
provided to the succession of that living, and coming in against the liking of many 
of the friends of that House, feared^ as he sayes, to do any thing that mi^t bring 
in question the honour and rank they had formerly keeped amongst liie nobili^. 
For, if he should have taken his Honour by a new creation, the old would have 
been forgotten ; and hb enemies ascribed this to his weakness : Otberwine, that 
he can enjoy no honnonr or living but as from his Majes^, and by his High- 
ness' favour and benefit. As he were to think it, so does be take no pleasure to 
enjoy any of tliem, without his Majes^s good pleasure ; and if he may be w 
happy, as to obtain his Highness* &vour, it shall be all his study to do in his 
place the best service he can possibly. Ekich as I shew his Majesty, the young 
man is of good expectation, and one who I hope shall prove w<Hthy of bis Ma> 
jesty's favour. And so if it please his Majesty to provide that, in honnour and 
place doe to the House of Eglingtoun, he be not prejudged, his H^hness may 
command him in what sort he pleases; and prescribe any thing &r it, and he 
shall be obeyed. You would, therefore, be pleased to entreat hia Majesty, that, 
in such manner as bis Majes^ shall think convenient for his honour, this business 
may find a setling, which, I trust in God, his Majesty shall never repent ; and 
if his Higbnes may be pleased to admitt him to preaenc^ and accept him in places 
ye may advise the Chancellour of the time and manner. Alwise, it shall be fitt, 
in the end of the errand, to remember the Bailziaiy of Cunningham, and adver- 
tise the Chancellour thereof when you write of the rest, that all may be prepared, 
and those things done together. For I have craved nothing thereof, nor can 
well do, because I have been thought by the Chancellour, and others, to be the 
only instigator of those matters against the Heretable Sherri& ; and it 

will be meetest that ye signify the same to him npoa bis MajesQr's command."

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And in his next letter to Mr Marrsy, Edin. July 29, 1611, the followiog pas- 
sage occurs : — 

" I wrote before touching matters committed to roe anent the SheriBs and the 
Eorle of Eglingtoun, whereof I have expected your answer, which is not 
jet come. In the mean lime, we have ended with Burlye * anent his right to 
Kilwinning, and contracted with him for 10 thousand pound, whereof I take upon 
me the half payment He is to come himself with the securitys, and gift of the 
Abbacy in my person, whereof if yon hear of any thing, I pray you, give it the 
furtherance that yon may. If he take another advise to stay, and not to come 
hastily, I will send in the same Gift to be signed, and his letter testifying his 
consent, which, because of the season, must be furthered, that I may hare, upon 
the Qift, Inhibitions to be raised in time upon the Kirks." 

Upon the Sd of August 1614, he writes again to the same person thus : —

of Gothic building ; and must ever awaken the no«t painful feelings that u^ ariae on reflecting on the 
eircnmitancea which have thni i r retriefritly deapolled the eounlrf of thoae wonderful moniunenta of earij 
piat; and taate — at mee the d^Kiaitoriea and manlftatatioBi of ita histoiy. 

Xndidoa haa aaajgnada kind of pte-«minMice to Kilwinning in the eatimation of it> former poasesaora, 
— ptobebl; ariaing from the nuuonic pretenaiona of the place ? and the following prophetic ^tuw ia adU 
adduced aa eiqirening the hope* of tbe humUed church ; — 



Kilwinaiag it gwt known in the wdghbonrhoad bj Ae appellation of Sanctoun, comiptl]r Stgkm, aUudve 
to St Wionio, the titular patron, to whom tome of tbe moat Bxtraordinarj miradea on record are 
aiciibed. It ia nid, and there seema to be iome evidence of the fact, that tbe Eail of Glencaim, who 
obtained aome right to tbia monaateiy at the Rafinmation, pulled down &om tbe church tbe entire materiaU 
t£ a largo mmmn bewe which be dun ««eiad at Sterenaton, in tbe seighbonrliood,— and no doubt 
hia eiample would aoon be fcdhnred ti; other like pnriSera. But of all tbe actoia of that diamal 
cataalToph£ probably none pursued tbe work of destruction more unrelentinglj than did the Earl 
of Olenaum.

I hare also pasaed our Contract, in the manner I have shewed his Ma- 
jesty and you, whereby I have him bound to sett all the Ciuuiinf^ia's teiiids to 
themselves. I wrote to you before aooit his answer to me about the sahmiasion 
of himself in the matter of the Earldome to die King: thereanenti I expect to 
hear from you ; and, praying God to give a happy progress, I rest

The following appears to be the letter to the King here alluded to: 
<* Most Sacred and Gracious Ma/e8tt, 

The agreement for the Abbay of Kilwinning is made between the Lord 
Burly and me. In like sort are the conditions perfected between Sir Alex- 
ander Seaton and me anent the ty^es of the Conningluuns, where th^ have 
any within the churches allotted to him. For the speciall churches where 
the Earle of Glencaim and his friendship have their lands fall in that portion 
which, by your Majesty's favour, is assigned to me. I trust the Lord Chan- 
cellour has testiiyed so much by his letter to your M^esty; and now, becansa of 
the harvest season, wherein Inhilntions would be served upon the Ty^hes, I have 
sent the Signature of tiie Abba<7, to which I most humbly intreat your Majesty's 
hand. If it please the Lord I live a little while, the posterity shall find a prince- 
ly work done by your Majesty's liberality to our Colledge, and your Higfanes' 
favour shall be seen to be well bestowed. Neither have any of the Cunninghames 
cause to complain, being better provided for in the surety of their tythta than 
themselves could have done; at least in this, that they fell not into the Competi- 
tors' hands; nor are they to do them any reverence in that behalf. Humbly in- 
tieeting your M^est/s favour for signing the Gift, I pray God Almighty to bless 
your Highness with long and happy dayes.

The sectmd Alxzahobr, Earle of EgUngtone — P. 7g.— The second wife 
of Lord Eglinton, altnded to here, " waa Frances, daughter of Francis Pop«l<gr 
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of WooUey Moorhouae, and widow of Sir Thomas Wentworth, Bar*, of Bretboa 
— both'of theae estates are in Yorkdiire; This Coimtess is not mentiimed in the 
iVerO^H— her nuurisge widi Lord Eglintoune took place before August 19, 
1685, as is proved by an original letter front his Xiordsfaip to her, in the posses- 
sion of Mr Beaumont, Yorkshire.- Lord Eglintonne married to his third wife, a 
lady of 90, and thrice a widow — Catharine, daughter of Sir "William St Quintin 
ot Harpham, also in the county of YoA." — Com, by Mr K. Sharpe. 

Georob tenth Lord Setoa — P. T4. — It is understood, that Mr Hay of Drum- 
melzier is in possession of a good portrait of Lady Atma Hay, the first wife of 
this Xiord Seton. 

GiOKaE haad SetoB'-P. 60.— Tie snl^mDed is probably a fiiUer list of the 
principal ofiScers taken at Philipbaogh than has hitherto appeared. It is copied 
from an endeatly co-eval writing, which has been preserved by the ancient fit-

The following genealogy of this branch is copied Irom a history of the fimily

Sir Geoi^e Seton of Gairmiltoun, the eldest son, who b now the heir male of 
this noble fiimily ; who, had it not been for the attal*ider of the Stfa Earl, would 
have been the 6th Earl of Wintoun."

To die accoant of the life of Oeorge tourtii Lord Seton, Lord Kingstoa has 
subjoined the fbllowiiig Note : — 

" In anno 1541, which was in Lord George the fbnrth's 'time, Alexander Se- 
ton, 8 teamed man, a theolog, by nadon a Scotsman, wrott a Commentar upm 
the 1 and 2 Epistles of Peter, Epistle of St James, and npon the 18 ch^ter of 
the Acta; etiam Procesntm siue ExamnatUmiSf et Sermona ad utrumque ttatam. 
VixU anno 1541. — Vide Epit. BHUothecm Geaurif at the name Alexander, edit. 
Tiguii, 1556." 

Some of the most distinguished writers of the afbirs of the Refcmned church 
have given accounts of this learned divine, though part of their relations still re- 
mains unpublished ; and firotn their writings chi^y has the author of The Hit- 
tory f^ the Si^iriaga of the Church of Scotland composed the following "Mo- 
moir of him. The manuscript is in Mr Wodrow's own hand-writing and 
was discovered a few years ago, by the Rev. Mr Leitch of Largs, in the isle of 
Little Cumbrae, where latterly some of the author's descendants resided and 
died ; and it now forms part of the voluminous Collection of Presbyterian Bio- 
graphy, from the same pen, belonging to the Library of the Universi^ of Glas- 
gow. Hie extracts from Knox's History, as quoted, have all been carefully re- 
collated with the original manuscript referred to, which is still preserved in the 
above Library. The author usually notes the time of writing the different Lives 
in this work — the Life of Seton is dated, at the beginning, " March SI, 1729," 
— at the end, the day following, which shows the wonderful facility he possessed 
in these labours.

X HATE not much to add to what Mr Knox hath preserved to us coooeming (bis 
valuable nun, and almost the first open preacher of the Truth in ScoUand; but 
some hints have offered to me this way, and this good man deserves to have .the 
whole remains about him pot together, and the rather that he is misrepresented 
by some and overlooked too mudi by other writters, and his Life has not been, 
that I know of, attempted. Any materials I can recover, will give but a very 
short and imperfect view of him. 

It is bat very litde I can give of him, till he comes upon the publick stage as 
a preacher, and confessor of the truth, in Scotland and England. Mr Calder- 
wood, in his MS. sayes he finds in Mr Davidson's scrolls, That Mr Seaton was 
brother to Ninian Seaton laird of Touch, in Stirlingshire, a fiimily that was, 
if I mistake not, a branch of the ancient family of Seatons, better knowen by 
the Bti]e of Winton, descended from Alexander de Seaton, whom Sir James 
Dalrymple gives us as s witses in a charter of our King David to the very an- 
dent fiunily of Riddel of that Ilk. Whatever be in this^ this gentlman, as was 
wdiaary at this time, had education, and probably for services in the church. 
Whether he had fbrrugne travail joyned at it, I know noL But its not impro- 
bable, nnce he was pitched upon to be Omfessor to King James the Fifth, and 
the Capellamu B^s was anciently, as some think, much of the same nature, and 
a post of great honour and trust; and even that of Confessor, in those times, and 
at present, in Popish countries, is a very important post. When he was made 
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Chaplain I know not ; but Spotswood and Knox make him to be in this post at 
the time of Mr Patrick Hatniltoun's martyrdom. It's probable they wer fmnds 
and fellow lovers of the truth. 

Whatever be in that, all our writters agree, that be was Altered into the D(v 
minican order of ireirs, and Mr Knox calls him a Black freir. Ihe knowledge 
of the truth, as we have seen, was making i^s way pret^ fest daring this reigne^ 
and severall of the &eirs wer be^nning to be enlightned with it, by the occasions 
and springs I have hinted at in tbe Introductiotk * Whether he had his light 
from Mr Patrick Hamiltoun I cannot say, no doubt be was established and en- 
couraged to a more publick confession of it by his martyrd<»ie. But ifs proba- 
ble he mi^t recme this himself in forraigoe coontrys ; and it's no so probaUe, 
that had be learned the truth so lately from Mr Hamiltoun, that he would have 
so soon and distmcdy [readied it 

The time of his preaching the truth is a litle uncertain, as to ii^s precise time ; 
but most of our writtov fjace his sermoiis a litle after Mr Hamiltonn's suffer- 
ings. Mr Calderwood, in his MS. finds himself at a loss as to tbis^ and sayes, at 
the close of his account of him, " I cannot find the precise time of Freir Alexan- 
der's flight out of this country, yet sinM he is placed by Mr Knox in his His- 
tory as a sufferer fi>r the truth not long after Mr P. Hamiltoun's death, I have 
inserted hia acta aiier him." 

Mr Knoxes acooont of Mr Seaton being the ground work of what all the rest 
of oar written siaee give as as to him, vriiile in Sootland, I'le bc^n with that 
from his MS. and then add what I find in Ote rest different from him. Mr 
Knox tell us *< That God scfaart efter ^Mr Hamiltoun's death, and some atha 
q^iearanoes for the truth by Ferrier sad Carmichael, of qnhich before), rayasit up 
agfunst thame stronger champioonis. For Alexahoeb SbttouNi a Blak freir of 
gnde leiming and estimatioan, be^n to tax the corrupt doctrine of the F^ift- 
trie. For the space of a whole Lent, he tauchttbe Commandiroentisof Godoidi^ 
everbeatten in tbe uris of hisanditoris, That theLawofGod bad of many yeiria 
Dosht bdn trewlie taocht : fw mennis Traditiounis had obseurit the puiitie of it 
lliese wer his accustomed propositiountB : First, Christ Jesus is the a»& and per- 
fectioun of the Law.

In berth be seem«s ezccedin^y byassed towards Rome ; and I hope 
a writter that directly chaises that propositioD, Tkat the Lata <f God it iSe^oiify 
Btde (f rigitioutnetj as crude and indeftosiUe, and flatly contradicts the Sorip- 
t^m, — Whosoerer committeth sin transgreseth the Law, for nn is the transgress 
BLOD of the Law ; will not be much regarded in his furions attacks «pon our lU- 
formation in Scotland, and the Instruments of it, Mr Seaton, Mr Knos and 
others. 

But to go on, Mr Seston was very soon penecated for his freedom, as Mr 
Knox tells us, qnfaare I broke <^; — "This delatiotm flew with wingesto thabisch- 
c^ eiris, qnbo, but finder delay, said for the said Freir Alexander ; qnho begane 
grenraslie to com^dnn, and schairi^e to accusse, that he had so solanderouslie spo* 
kin of the dignitie of bisdiopis, as to say 7%at it bekavit a bitchope to be a preidttour, 
ordliai€'watbutaAnmie.deg,andfednoekttie^ktbaf/edJiitawinbeUie. The 
man bting wittie, and myndit of that quhilk was bis ana maist assured defbnc% 
said, ' My Lord, the reporteria of sick thingis are manifest liens.' Qubairat, the 
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bischop ra<^>ssi^ and said, < Your answer pleissis me weilL I nerir could think 
of yaw that ye wald bare bein bo fbolbche ae to affirme sick thin^; qnbar ar 
thay knaves that bet brocbt me this taill ?* Quho compeiring, and affirmiag 
the samin that thai did befibir, be still re[dyit. That thai war lieris. Bot tjubiUe the 
witnes wer multiplyit, end men war brocbt to attentioun, he turned Um to the 
bisduqie, and said, ' My Lord, ye may hax and considder quh^ eiris thir asses 
have, qubo can nocbt desceme betwix Paull, Isaij, Zacharie and Malachie, and 
Freir Alexander Seyloun. In rerrie deid, my Lord, I said that Paul tayis, // 
behovit a bitchop to he a teicher. Isaij sayis, Yai that fed nockt thejlock ar dum 
dt^gis ! and Zacharie Sfiyis, Yai ar idett pattouris. I of my awin beid, affirmit 
nothing bot declared quhat the . Spirit of God befoir bad protmncit : at qubtmie, 
my Lord, gif ye be nocht ofiendit^ jostlie, ye can nocht be offimdit at me ; and 
sa yit agane^ my Lord, I say, that tbei ar manifest liens that reportit unto you 
tlut I said that ye, and ntberis that pracbe nocht^ ar no bisch<^is, bat belUe- 
godis. 

** AUbut, efter that, the bischope was heichlie offendit, alsweill at the akuff and 
bitter mock, as at the bald liberde of that leiroit man, yit durst he nocht hazarde, 
at that present, to execut bis malice consivit ; for nocbt onelie feint he the Idm- 
ii^ and bald spirit of the man, bot also the favotir that he had, alsweill of the 
pepill, as the Prince, King James the Fyft, of qnhom be had gad credite ; for 
he was at that ^me his Confessour, and bad ezhortit him to the feir of God, to the 
meditatiouu of Godis Law, and onto puritie of lyfie, Bot the bischope, with his 
ctHnplices, foirseing qubat danger mycht cum to thair estait, gif sick femiliaritie 
sould continew betwix the Prince and a man so leimit, and so repugoing to 
thair afiectiounis, labourit be all meinis to mak the said Freir Alexander odious 
wnto the KJaffa Graice, and easilie feud the munis, be the Gray Freiri* (who be 
thair hypocrisie deceaveth mony), to traduce the innocent, as ane heretyk. This 
accusadoun was easelie recerit of the camall Prince, quho aUpgither wes gerin unto 
the filthifi lustis of the flesche; and sbhorit all couosaiU that r^ugnit thairto; 
and becBUS he did remember qahat a terrour the admonidounis of the said Alex- 
ander wes unto his corrupted conscdence, without resistence, he subscryvit to tbair 
accusatioun, affirming, that he knew mair thane thai did in that matter ; for he 
understude weill aneuche that he smellit of the tum Doctrine^ by sucbe thingis as 
he bod schawin to biro under confeasioun : and, thurfoir, he promeissit that he 
sould follow the oounsaill of the Inschopis, in puuisching oiF himj and of all utberis 
of that sect 

' *' These thingis understand be the said Alexander, alsw<aU be infonnatiounis 
of his fieindis and femillaris, as be the strange continance of the King unto 
lum, be provydit die Dixt way, to avoyd the forie (^ a blindit Prince: and,so. 
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in his habit, he departit the realme ; and coming to -Berwik, he wnut back 
to tbe Kinps Graice, his complaint and admonitiouni The veray tenour and copie 
whairof fi^owis, and is this : — 

Maist Gracious and Sotbbame Lord, under the Lord and King of all, of 
quhome onelie thy Hieoes and Majestie hes power and auctie. to ezerceis iustice ' 
within this thy realme^ under God, quho is King and Lord over all realmes ; and 
thy GrMce and all mortall Kioffa ar bot onely serraaeia wnto that onlie immortal 
Prince, Christ Jesus. 

It ii not, I wait^ unknawin to thy Graces Hienes, bow that thy Grace's nmquhiU 
tervane and oratoar> (and evir salbe to my lyves end] is departed out of the 
realme, unto the nixt aiacent of Ingland ; nocht the les, I belere, the caus 
of my departbg is unknawin to thy Graces Majestie ; whilk onlie is, becaus 
the bischopis and kirionen of thy realme hes had heirtolbir sick auctie. uponn 
thy Bulnectis that, qipeirauelie, they waor rather king, and tbow the subiect — 
qohilk iniust regiment is of the self fals, and contrair to bolie scripture and law 
of God — then thow thair king and maister is, and they thy subieclis, quhilk is 
very trew, and testifyit expreslie be the Worde of Ciod ; and allso beeaus thay 
will gif no man of any degrie or stait (whome thei oA falslie call heretjrckis) 
audience, tyme nor place to speik, nor hare defence, quhilk is against all law, 
both the auld law, callit the Law of Moyses, and the new law of the erangell ; so 
that gif I myght have bad audience and plaice to speik, and have schawin my iust 
defence confonne to the Law of God, I soald nevir have fied to any wther 
realme, snppois it soold have cdst me my lyife. Bot beeaus I beleive, that I 
sould have had no audience, nor plmce (they or so grit with thy Graice), 
I departit, nocht doutand, bot morit of God, unto aae better tyme, that God U- 
luminet thy Graces reyoin, to gif everie nun audience (as thow sonldest, and 
may, and is bound of the Law oi God) who are accaaed to the deitbe ; and to 
CBBTIFIE thy Hienes that tbir ar na vane wordis, bot of deid and eflect, heic I - 
offer me to thy Grwce, to com in thy realaae agme, so that thy Graice wiU 
gif me audience, and heir quhot I have for me, of the Law of God ; and caus 
ony biscbope or abbote, freir or secular^ quhilk is moist cunning (sum oC thame 
canDOcht reid thair matinis, thatarmaid judges of beresie), to impugne me be the 
Law of God ; and tf my parte be found wran^ thy Onuce being present, and 
judge, I rebu na pane worthie or condigne for my fault. And gif that 1 convict 
thame, be the Law of God» and that thu have nothing to lay to my ohairge, bot 
tbe law of man, and thair awin inventiounis, to uphold thair vane gloir and piyde- 
ftill ly^ and daylie scouring of thy pure li^es, I report me to thi Graic^ m 
judge, quhither be hes the victorie qabilk haldis him at tbe Law of God) quhilk can 
nocht ^U, nor be lals, or th^ quhilk boldis thame at the law of man, quhilk ia rycht 
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oft plane cootrBrie aud against the Law of God, and thairfoir of necessitie fids and 
full of lesingis; Sbr all thingis quhilk is contrarie to the veritie (quhilk is Christ and 
bb law) is of necesatie a lesing. And to witkes that this cumis of all my hairt, I 
sail remane in Beruik whill I get thy Graces answer ; and sail without faitl returne, 
having thy hand write, that I may have audience and place to speik, no moir 
I desyire of th6; quhairof gif I had bein suir, I sould nevir have d^artit : that 
thow may knaw the treuth thairof, gif feir of the iustnes of my cans, or dredour 
of persecuUouii for the same, had movit me todepairt, Icouldnocht so pleissanely 
revert; only distrust was the caus of my departing. Pardone me to say that 
whilk lyis to thy Graces charge : Taotr art bound be the law of God (suppoiae 
thay falslie he, saying it perteinis nocbt to thy Grace till intromet with ^ck mat- 
tens) to caus everie man, in ony cais accused of his lyi^ to have his iuat defence, 
and his accussaris produdt, coofonne to thair awio law. They blind thy Grsc» 
em, that knawis nathing of this law. BoC gif I prove nocbt this out of thair awin 
law, I ofler me wntotbe deithe. Thy Graice, thairfoir, by experience^ may daylie 
leime (seeing they nether feir the King <^ Hevin, as thair lyiffis testifyis, nether 
th6, thair nataralL prince, as thair usurped power in thy acciounes schawis) quhy 
thyHienessoold ly no langer blindiL Thou may considder that tbeypretend na- 
thing ellis botonlie the manteinanceand.upbald orth&irlMurditmulea,agmenting 
<^ thair insati&bill avarice, and continuall down tbringiog and swallowing npe thy 
puir lieges; nether preichingnorteich)ngoutofthelawofGod(as they Echould)to 
the rud ignorant pepill, hot ay contendand quba maybe must hie, must lyche, and 
narrest thy Graice, to put the temporall Lordis and lieges out ofthi conceat and 
favour — quho sould be, and are, maist tender servandis of thy Grace in all tyme of 
neid, to the defence of th^ and thy Croun : and quhur they desyre thy Graice to 
put at thy temporall Lordis and Ueges becans they dispise their vidons lyif. Quhat 
ellis intend thei hot onUe thy deithe and distructjoun? astfaowmayesteaseliepir- 
cave, suppois they cuUonr thair lals intend and mytid witli the persute off heresie ; 
FOB QUHEN thy Barounis ar put down, quhat art thow bot the king of bane ; and 
thane c^ necessitie man be guidit be thame, and thair, no dout, quhair a blind man 
is guyde, man be a fall in the myre. Thairfoir, lat thy Graice tak hardiraent, and 
antboritie, quhilk thow hes of God, and suffer nocht thair cmell persecntioun to 
proceid, without audience gevin to him that is acusit, and jnstpluce of defence; 
and than, no dout, thou salt have thy ti^is hairtis, and all that they can or may 
do in ^me' of neid, tranquilitie, justice and polide in thy realme; and, finallic^ 
the kingdome of the hevines. Pleis to gar have this, or the copie, to the clergie 
or kiricmen, and kdp the. principalt ; and thy Grace sail have experience gif I 
go agunst ane word that I have hecht. I saU daylie mak my hairtUe devotioun 
for thy Ormce, and the prosperitie and weilfiur of thy bodie and saulL I dout 
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not bot tliy gracious Hienes will gif answer of thir presentig unto the presenter 
of this unto thy bienes. 

Of Beruik, be thy Hieues Servend and Oratour, 

fSic mbtcribittirj ALEXANnsB Setton. 

" This letter," adds Mr Knox, " wes deliverit to the Kingis awin handis, and of 
mony red ; bot qnbat could greitl£ admonitious (so it runs in my MS. and the 
Glasgow copy) * svaUl whair the pryde and con-uptioan of prselatis commandit 
qubat thay pleissit ; and the flatterie c^ conrteourts fostered the insolent prinoe to 
all impietie." Thus tkr Mr Knox goes, and I see nothing further worth notticing 
in SpotBwood, Petry, Burner or our other historians. Tliis matter stands, I 
think, much bett«' in Mr Knox and Mr Seaton's own words than in ihar ab- 
stracts of thetn. 

When Mr Seaton saw he bad no answer to expect from Scotland, and he was 
to expect no justice there, he went up to London, and was very much esteemed 
there, and justly ; he became Chaplain to Charles Duke of Suffolk, who enter- 
tesned him till his death. While there, he was attacked by Bishop Gardiner, 
and made a kind of recantation ; but, for all that, Spotswood, Knox, and the rest 
of our writters, believe that he parted mth no truth that he had professed. I 
can give no account of him while in England ^most, save as to his persecution 
from Bishop Boonar, quhich hapned a short time before his death. He seems to 
have lived and preached the gospell there for 14 or 15 years afler his leaving 
Scotland. I'le give what accounts I have of him there from Knox, [Spotswood, 
and] CalJerwood, and make some additions from Fox; and soon end, 

Mr Knox tells us : — " Alxxandkr Settoun remanit in England, and publictlie 
(with grit prays andconfort of mony) taucht the evangell in all sinceritie certane 
yeiris. And albeit the crafUnea of Winchester and of uthrais, circnmveintt the said 
Alexander, that thai causit him, at Paules croce, to affirme certane thingis that re- 
pugnit to bis former trew doctrine ; yet it is no dout bot that as Ood potenUie had 
rmuig with him io all his lyif, that also in his deithe (whiche scbortlie efter follow- 
ed) be land the mercteofbis God, whenipoun he exhorted all men evir to depend." 
Bishop Spotswood is of the same opinion of bis innocent^ with Knox, and sayes, 
that quhen Gardiner, Bishop of Winchester, by his crafty and subtile perswa- 
sitm, induced Mr Seaton to make a recantation of sundry points st Paul's Cross, 
yet still his wond belife* as to most of the articles of the Christian Faith, appears 
in the Treatises be UA behind him ; and adds, that his examination by Gardiner 
and Boimer (quhich he likewise published, discovering the policy used to at- 
Gumveen him) doth testify his constancir in the truth, and that he never denyed 
any point quhich formerly he had taught

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Mr Colderwood givn us n fiiller account, mostly from Mr Fox, <]iiluf:^ I shall 
give in bis own words : — "Mr Seaton, quhen in England, became Chaplain to the 
Duke of Suffi>lk. He was detected and presented hj 3 preists — one was Fellow 
of Whitdngton Colledge, called Richard Taylor, — the other, Jc^n Smith, — the 
other, John Huntbgtoun, who was afterward converted to die same doctrine. 
Mr SeatMi made answer, by writiiig, to the objections of lua adversaries, wba had 
gathered certain articles oat of bis sermon, preached Nov. IS. IMI, at St An- 
tbonie's, London : First, denying many things therein objected against him, 
tiding npon his conscience, that he never ^>oke diverse of those words ; (md 
again, many other things he never mesned to such end and pnrpose as they did 
wrest them. But for all that he coohl say for himself, the Ordinary did proceed 
in his consistory judgment, ministering to him certain interrt^tories, a(W the 
P«^isb course, to the mimber of ten articles. The greatest matter laid against 
him was fi>r preaching £ree jostification 1^ f^ith in Christ Jesus; against fidse 
c<Hifidence in good works; and man's free will He was also cballenged for af- 
firming, that privat masses and diregfes, and other prayers, profited not the 
souls <^ the departed. In die end, he and W. Tdwm^ parsoa of St Anthonte's, 
who had been examined by Bishop Bonner, for soffering Freir Alexander to 
preach in his dinrch, having do Hcense of his Ofdinary, and allowing his ser> 
nuHiB, * and for making the boly-water without the generati exorcisme, wer forced 
to recant at Paal's Cross, and bear a fiiggot, aimo 15il. For at this time cer- 
tain pwsons wer troaUed for the Six Aiiidet of Popery which King Henty the 
E%ht re-established. — In bis sermon he had these words : — ' Put the case, I 
had two servaotJ, the one is cdled John, the other Rc^rt, and I promise to send 
you such a day twenty pound by John, my servant; and at my day I send you 
by Jo. my servant SO fiouDd, wanting a brthing, which Robert doth bring thee 
and so thou hast diy twenty ponnd, every penny and &rthing. Yet will I aske^ 
if I be tme of my promise, or no, and thou maist say nay. And why ? Because I 
promised to send thee whole that twenty pound by John, and did not, for there 
lacked a farthing, which Robert brongfat Wherefore I say, if thy woi^s do merit, 
or bring one little jot or tide towards thy jnstificadon, then is Christ false of his 
promise, which said, he would do altt^^etber." 

That we may have a fuller view of Mr Seaton's doctrine, in the very morning 
of the Refonnadon, I'le subjt^n, from Mr Fox, the Articles gathered out of his 
sermons by his adversaries. After Mr Fox hath given mndi the same acconnt 
of his sermcHi, and triall, Nov. 1641, as Mr Calderwood gives, he tells us that 
the Duke oS So^lk made him a free denizen, and that he *as a Scotsman, and a

" The BayingB sod words of AJasander Seton, spoken and ^«acbed b; him in 
hu sermoD, made the thirteenth day of Xovember, at aftemooae, in the parish 
Cbaroh of Saint A. in Loodon :— } 

" Paul saitb, Qf tmrulvet «m con do nothing i I pray thee then where ii thy 
will ? Art thoQ any better then Paul, James, Peter, and all the ApostLes? bast 
thon any more grace then they? Tdl me now if thy will be any thing, or no- 
thing. If it be any thing, tell me whether it be to do good or ill? If thon say 
to do ill, I will grant thon hast a greater deal. If tbou say to do good, I aske 
whether is more somewhat or nothing? For Paul said he could do nothing, 
and I am sure thou bast no more grace then Paul and bis companions. 

" Scripture speaketh of three things in man ; the first is will, the other two are 
consent and deed. The first, that is will, God worketh without ns, and besides us. 
The other two he worketh in us, and with us. And here he aUedgeth Saint 
Augustine to prove that we can will nothing that is good. Moraorar he said 
thou hast not one jot, no not one tittle to doe any good. 

" There is nothing in Hearen or in earth, ereatore or other, that can be any 
mean towards our justificatitm, nor can any man satisfie God the fether for our 
sin, save only Christ, and the shedding of his blond. 

" He that preacbetb that workes do merit, or be any mean to our salvation, or 
any part of onr justification, preacheth a doctrine of the DevilL 

" If any thing else, save onely Christ, be any mean towards our justification, 
then did not Christ onely justifie us, 

" I say, that neither thy good workes, nor any thing that thou canst do, can 
be one jot or tittle towards thy justification. For if they be, then is sot Christ 
a full justifier ; and that I will prove by a familiar example : Be it In case, I have 
two servants, the one is called John, Hid the other Robert," ftc. as above, 

" One Scripture I will bring you, which they cannot writhe, to prove that 
Christ was only promised to be our onely juatifyer, onr onely mean, and that is 
in dte two and twentieth of Genesis, where it is written, In thy seed ihaU allpeo' 
pie be Itested, meaning thereby onely Christ, and he said not in thy seedss, nor 
in the workes of thy seedes. Wherefore all tbey that preach that workes be any 
part or mean toward our justification, do make God hlse of his promise 

*' They that preach that works do merit, do make works the tree* quhich are 
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but tbe fruits (^jostke, wrought b; faim that is already a just man, which cannot 
chnsfl but bring forth good fruit. 

" I would ask a question, whether he that worketh be a good man or bad, 
for he must be one of them. If he be a good man, he cannot chuse but bring 
forth good fruits, — if he be an ill man, he can bring forth no fruit but ill fruit ; 
for a good tree cannot faring forth ill fruiL 

" He that saith that workes doe merit any thing towards our salvation, doth 
make workes check-mate with Christ and plucketh from Christ that is his, and 
giveth it to works. Some will ask, Wherefore then should I do good works? 
I answer, good workes are to be done for no cause else, but onely for the 
glorie of Qod, and not that they doe merit any thing at all. And he that saith 
that good workes are to be d<Hie for aiiy other cause, than for tbe glory of God 
onely, and will have them to merit, or be any mean towards our justification, I say 
he lieth, and bdeeve him not. 

" He that can shew me in any Scripture, that works do merit, or be any mean 
to our justification, for the first Scripture, I will (without any further judgment) 
lose both mine eares, for the second, my tongue, and for tbe third, my neck. 
For I dare say, he cannot prove in all the whole Scripture one title : wherfor be- 
leeve them not. 

« Iblen say that we deny good works, and &sting, and prayer. They lie on us, 
we denie nothing but popish works, and popish fiuting, and perish prayer ; and 
he that preacheth that works doe merit, or fiisting doth merit, or praier doth me- 
rit, doth preach a popish doctrine. 

" If you ask me when we shall leave preaching of workes? even when they 
do leave to preach that works do merit, and sufier Christ to he a whole satisfier, 
and onely meane to mir justification ; and UIl then, we will not cease, in God'n 
■ cause, to set forth onely Christ to be a iiiU and perfect, and only sads&ction. 

" If y<Hi ask if good workes shall be rewarded, I say yea, and widi no lesse 
then eternall gloiy; but for no merit -that they deserve, for they deserve nothing, 
but onely because Ood bath promised, not for the merit of the work, but for his 
: promise sake, and be'will not break his promise." 

Mr Fox adds some other articles, gathered ont of Mr Beaton's sermons, quhicfa 
I shall Ukewise insert here, that the reader may have all the remains of this learned 
and piouse mui: — 

I* Touching Recondliation spdcen of by Doctor Smith (the same I suppose 
quhom Mr Stryp^ us we hare seen in the Introdaction, sayes, made so many 
turns for uid against the truth), preaching in the forenoone at Paul's Cross, Alex- 
ander Setcm, preaching at afternoone at Saint Anthonie's, and reciting his sayings 
and scriptoies, reproved him for alled^g this saying, S^concUiamini Deo, and 
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EngUshisg the same tbus, RecotuiU your tehxs to God ,• because it is there spoken 
pusively, and not actively, so that there should be nothing in man pertaining to 
reconciliation, but all in God. 

" Also reproring the said Doctor Smith for that the said D. said that man 
by his good works might merit. Which saying of Doctor Smith the said Alex- 
ander Seton reproved in the pulpit at S. Anthonie's, the IS. day of November, the 
yeere of our Lord 1541. as naughtily spoken. 

" Moreover the said Alexander Seton said in the same place, that it was a 
shame that any such preacher should be suffered so openly to preach such erro- 
nious doctrine as to say that works should mmt, adducing, Non sunt condigna 
passionest &c. Et postquam Jeceritis omnia, &c. 

*' Finally, Seton said, peradTCOture ye will say, the Church hath determined this 
matter touching workes. And I say, quolh be, that it is Eedaia malignantium, 
so determining any thing against Scripture." 

This is all I find in Fox concerning Mr Seedon. We have seen that Mr 
Seaton refused some of those expressions, «s not spoken by him. The doctrine, 
in the general!, be was not, nor needed be, asbamed of; it's the doctrine of the 
Bible, consonant to sense and reason, and that of the Reformed churches* The 
Antinomiana and Libertines wrest some expressirais of our first Reformers' 
against merite, and upon justification ; but the Bible itself is not free &om the at- 
tacks of ill-minded men. Bishop Spotswood • insinuates that Mr Seaton leR a 
vindicaUon behind biro of his innocent^, and Dtr. M'Kenzie goes fiirther, with- 
out any voucher, that I can find — " That he was perswaded to renounce severall 
of the doctrines of the Reformers, at Paul's Cross. But repenting of qnhat be 
had done, he published a Vindication, and the whole particulars tS his Examina< 
tion, quhich b still extant in Fox's S^rtyrviogy" I have set down above all 
I find in Fox relative to him ; and the Dtr. appears to me, without consulting of 
Fox, to havp asserted that his published vindication is there, and 1 most receive 
this among his many mis-citations he i^ves as. 

Before I leave Mr Seaton's persecution at London, let me add a passage I find 
as to Handngton and him in Strype's Memoirs, vol. 3. " About this time(lMO) 
John Huntington, a zealous preist and poet, compiled a poem intituled ITSr Ge- 
neal<^ t^Heretieks, mentioiung only the names of such godly men as had been 
no freinds to the Pope, and no other heredcks wer touched at ; as if there war 
no hereticks but such as opposed the Pope. By this Huntington and two other 
preists, was one Seaton, a Scots fireir, and an excellent preacher, in London, 
detected and informed against : but Huntington was afterward converted to the 
same doctrine himself notwithstanding of these bis present oppoutims." 
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Mr Seaton did oot Hre long after this fvoseciUion ; and continued till bis 
death in the Duke of Snfiblk's &mily : and probably the interest of that great 
man preserved him from greater cniellys, designed against him by Bonner. Dtr. 
M'Kenae 6xes his death in the year 1542. His charact^ may be gathered from 
what is above. By bis Letter, and the notes gathered from bis sennons, he ap- 
pears to have been a learned, solid, zealous per»». Mr Stryp and others term 
him an excdl^it preacher. Hr Calderwood, from Mr Davidson's scrolls, sayes 
he was of a quick ingyne, and of a taU stature. 

I have not seen any of his works, bnt Dempster sayes — " Scripsit Proeeasia 
Sua Extaninationis. In titramgtu Episieiam Petri. In Canonicam Jaeaki. Cou- 
ciones. So, besides bis Examination, or Vindicatioii, according to tlus author, be 
wrote a Commentary on both the Epistles of Peter, on that of James, and a vo- 
lume of Sermons. Mr Chsrtres, in his account ai oui Scots divines, sayes — 
" Alexander Seaton, a Dominican Monk, fled out of Scotland, 15ST, being sa»- 
pected of bere^. He wrote a Commentary In utramqw Epistaiam Petri. In 
Canonieam Jacain. In Aetonm, Cap. IS. Procetmt Sum Egmmimatitmii. Sertmmet 
ad utrttmque Staium." He seems to have copied this out <^ GesneHs BiSiio^ecaj 
who adds, Fixit Anna Domini 1541, and calls him natione Scttia, et tkeolt^at 
im^ms.
